Dr.  HUGH  SMITH  received  his  firft 
inftruHions  in  the  medical  art  under 
his  father,  an  eminent  furgeon  and  apothecary, 
at  Hemel  Hempftead,  in  Hertfordfliire,  from 
whence  he  went  to  Edinburgh,  where  he 
concluded  his  ftudies,  and  took  up  his  de- 
grees. 

His  outfet  as  a praHitioner  commenced  in 
the  county  of  Effex,  where  the  Intermittent 
Fever,  fo  prevalent  in  the  marfliy  parts  of 
that  county,  was  the  principal  objeH  of  his 
attention ; but  he  foon  afterwards  came  to 
the  metropolis,  and  fixed  his  refidence  in 
Mincing-lane,  where,  in  the  year  1759,  he 
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publiflied  a very  ingenious  “ EJJ'ay  on  the 
Bloody  with  ReJleElions  on  VenefeBion-,”  and  he 
prefently  became  diftinguifiied  among  the 
mofl;  eminent  of  the  City  Phyficians,  though 
his  fame  was  certainly  not  eftabliflied  till,  by 
a bold  pulh,  he  launched  his  carriage-,  and 
inftead  of  lofing  two  or  three  hundred  a year, 
as  had  hitherto  been  the  cafe,  notwithftanding 
his  popularity,  he  found  himfelf  in  pofTeffion 
of  a practice  that  brought  him  in  upwards  of 
500I.  per  annum. 

. * 

In  the  year  1760  (as  we  are  informed  by 
his  friend.  Dr.'  Hawes)  Dr.  Smith  com- 
menced a Gourfe  of  Leftures  onVne  Theory 
and'Praftice  of  Phyfici  'which  was  attended 
with  every  poflible  decree  of  fuccefs;  and  in 
the  fpace  of  three  years  rofe  into  fuch  eftima- 
lion  that  the  pupils  of  St.  Georges  Hofpital, 
in  conjunDion  with  many  medical  gentle- 
men, refpeflfully  intreated  the  DoQor  to  de- 
liver his  courfe  at  the  weft  end  of  the  town. 
This  requeft  he  complied  with,  and  was  very 
numeroully  attended,  at  the  Piazza  Coffec- 
houfe,  Coveht-gardcn,  for  feveral  years. 
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For  the  inftruQion  and  advantage  of  his  . 
pupils,  the  Lefturer  publifhed  his  Text- 
Book.  (which  is  now  firft  given  to  the  public 
in  an  Englijh  drcfs),  under  the  title  of  “ Me- 
dicamentoriim  Eormula  ad  v arias  mcd-cndi  inkn- 
iiones  concinnata  ” This  performance  was 
well  received,  and  had  a very  extenfive  fale. 

About  the  year  1765  Dr.  Smith  was 
unanimoufly  chofen  Phyfician  to  the  Middle- 
fex  Hofpital,'  and  retained  that  fituation  for 
many  years.,  • • . . 5 j 

In  the  year  1770,  though  in  the  height  of 
his  public  praQ;ice,  he  was  elefted  an  Aider- 
man  of  Tower  Ward;  but  probably  from  the 
incompatibility  of  civic  duties,  with  the  con- 
tinual calls  of  profeffional  employment,  he 
very  foon  refigned  his  gown,  and  gave  to 
Phyfic  his  undivided  labours.  Much  about 
the  period  of  this  rcfignation  he  alfo  quitted 
the  interior  part  of  the  city,  and  became  an 
inhabitant  of  Bridge-llreet,  Black-friars,  giv- 
ing up  a portion  of  his  time  to  home  prafciice, 
of  which  perhaps  no  phyfician  ever  had  fo 
great  a fiiare. — -And  here  he  did  what  per- 
haps few  phyficians  in  his  great  pra6ticp 
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would  have  done,— he  fet  apart  two  days  for 
the 'poor  in  each  week.  To  the  very  poor,  he 
preferibed  gratis \ from  thofe  of  middling 
circumftances,  he  would  never  accept  more 
than  half -a- guinea;  yet  fo  numerous  were  the 
. applicants  for  his  advice,  that  he  has  received 
'fifty  guineas  in  a day  from  fliofe  half-guinea 
patients.  From  the  inferior  clergy — from 
fubaltern  officers — and  from  public  perfor- 
mers—he  made  it  a rule  never  to  take  a fee ; 
and  he  has  often  been  known  to  have  given 
pecuniary  aid  as  well  as  advice. 

About  ten  years  ago,  Dr.  Smith  was  in  the 
habit  of  frequently  retiring  to  a country  re- 
fidence  which  he  had  piirchafed  at  Strea- 
tham;  but  the  unceafing  applications  of 
the  neighbourhood  for  his  medical  affiftance 
entirely  frullrated  his  intentions  of  enjoying 
this  rural  retirement. 

Soon  after  the  Do6lor’s  fettling  in  London 
he  had  married  a woman  of  fortune,  bv 
whom  he  had  one  fon,  who  arrived  to  the  age 
of  manhood;  but  whofe  death,  during  his 
rcfidence  at  Streatham,  was  one  of  the  fc- 
>crcll  affliclions  Dr.  Smith  ever  fudained, 

and 
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and  fo  greatly  afFefted  his  fpirits,  that  he  de- 
termined to  leave  that  place,  and'  retii-e  to 
Stratford.  His  houfe  at  Black-friars  v;as  alfo 
diQoofed  of.  He  had  indeed,  after  many 
years  paffed  in  unceafing  attention  to  his  pro- ' 
feffion,  found  it  neceffary  to  relax  from  la- 
bour, and  live  in  hopes,  that  by  denying  him- 
felf  to  bufinefs  two  days  in  the  week,  his 
health  would  have  recovered;  but  his  conlti- 
tution  was  too  far  gone,  and  a total  abdica- 
tion from  labour  became  indifpenfible. 

To  his  lafl  moments  his  houfe  was  the 
manfion  of  hofpitality,  and  he  was  conftantly 
vifited  by  thofe  who  valued  him  and  re- 
fpefted  his  worth;  yet  the  confeioufnefs  of 
his  decay  created  painful  fenfations,  that 
were  a confiderable  drawback  upon  the  en- 
joyments of  his  friends;  however  he  looked  ' 
on  death  with  firmnefs  and  placidity,  and  his 
lafl;  moments  did  not  difgrace  his  fortitude; 
and  fo  fenfible  was  he  of  his  approaching  dif- 
folution,  that  fome  little  time  before  it  took 
place,  he  obferved  to  a lady,  who  confulted 
him  on  a pulmonary  diforder,  “Madam,  I 
“ am  affefted  in  the  fame  manner  as  yourfelf, 

but  my  cafe  is  mortal  I you,  with  care, 
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“ may  recover.”  He  died  on  the  26th.  of 
December,  1790,-  equally  loved  and  la- 
mented. I 

The  foregoing  biographical  remarks  were 
judged  neccllary  to  precede  a tranflation  of 
Dr.  Smith’s  Formula^  with  a view  to  render 
it  more  generally  ufeful,  as  well  to  the  public 
as  to  profeffional  men.  The  mode  of  giving 
medical  preferiptions  entirely  in  Latin,  but 
•which  has  been  fo  humanely  and  fpiritedly 
broken  through  by  Dr.  Buchan,  is  really  a 
burlerque  upon  the  common  fenfe  of  man- 
kind. Phyficians  may  indeed  be  able  to 
Jcrawl  a Latin  prefeription  (and  to  preferve 
the  myllery  of  their  profeffion  they  often  do 
fcrawl  in  a moft  unintelligible  manner),  yet 
we  experimentally  know  that  apothecaries 
and  their  apprentices  are  not  always  able  to 
develope  thefe  learned  enigmas;  and  hence 
the  moft  valuable  lives  may  be  left  at  the 
mercy  of  a giddy  or  an  ignorant  boy.  In 
the  following  preferiptions,  the  dofes,  inftead 
of  being  exp.refled  in  m^Jlical  chara61ers,  are 
all  given  in  words  at  length,  and  the  moft 
fcrupulous  regard  has  been  paid  to  corre£l- 
■nefs.

MEDICAMENTORUMi 


Of  Inflammation  and  Inflammatory 
Affections  in  general, 

T N the  beginning  of  a febrile  inflammatory  difeafe, 

the  pulfe  is  quickened,  and  foon  becomes  full, 
tenfe,  and  hard  beyond  its  natural  ftate;  an  evident 
indication  of  the  increafed  velocity  of  the  blood’s 
motion,  and  of  the  vis  vita  being  enforced  beyond  its 
due  bounds. 

This  can  only  happen  froni  an  irritation,  more  or 
lefs  general,  of  the  fibrillae  of  the  veflels,  and  brought 
on  by  fome  caufe  afting  as  a ftiraulus. 

The  caufes  may  be  aptly  divided  into  external 
and  internal. 

The  external  or  mechanical  caufcs  are  various, 
fuch  as  wounds,  bruifes,  a thorn,  or  any  foreign  fub- 
ftance  puflied  into  and  lodged  in  the  flcfh,  and  the 
like. 
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But  as  Imflammatory  difeafes  oftentimes  attack  the 
animal  machine,  when  not  only  no  fuch  external 
caufes  appear,  but  alfo  when  no  fuch  particular  fimilar 
caufes  can  be  afligned,  or  even  fuppofed  to  happen  to 
the  internal  parts,  we  are  therefore  obliged  to  have 
recourfe  to  a deeper  refearch,  in  order  to  explore  a 
caufe  both  fufficiently  general  and  adequate  to  fuch 
efFefts:  and  this  general  caufe  is  perhaps  no  other 
than  an  obftrudled  perfpiratlon,  or  a ftoppage  of  the 
cutaneous  excretion  by  cold,  which  generally  proves 
the  occafional  caufe  of  our  internal  inflammatory, 
and  other  acute  febrile  complaints. 

Every  inflammation  muft  either  be  terminated  by 
Refolution,  Suppuration,  or  Gangrene. — Of  thefe, 
Refoliition  is  by  much  the  moft  eligible  and  defirablc 
event,  and  ought  by  all  means  to  be  promoted  j efpe- 
cially  if  it  ftiould  happen  in  an  internal  part,  or  any 
of  the  vifcera. 

To  procure  this  defirable  termination  by  Refolu- 
tion, our  firfl:  attempt  muff  be,  to  reduce  the  febrile 
impetus  to  proper  bounds,  and  to  remove,  or  at  leaft 
to  diminifli,  the  caufe  of  the  difeafe,  and  abate  the 
increafed  ofcillatory  contradlions  of  the  veflels;  to 
effeft  which,  blood-letting,  efpecially  in  the  begin- 
ning, is  one  of  the  moft  powerful  means,  and  muft 
be  repeated  according  to  the  urgency  of  the  fymp- 
toms,  and  violence  of  the  fever. 

Afterwards,  to  promote  the  Excretions,  the  Re- 
guline  preparations  will  prove  highly  beneficial,  and 
claim  the  preference  to  all  other  medicines.  It  will 

be 
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be  beft  to  give  them  In  fuch  dofes  as  will  gently  puke 
the  patient,  and  repeat  them  at  the  diftance  of  twelve 
or  fixteen  hours,  for  once,  twice,  or  at  moft  three 
times. 

No.  I.  Take  Emetic  Tartar,  from  one  grain  to 
one  grain  and  a half  i 
Calx  of  Antimony,  half  a fcruple. 

Make  a powder. 

Or,  Take  Nitrated  Calx  of.  Antimony,  half  a fcru- 
ple to  half  a drachm ; 

Coralline  Mercury,  one  grain. 

The  Nitrated  Calx  of  ■ Antimony  has  been  fuppofed 
to  be  the  famous  .James's  Powders.^  but  this  opinion 
is  contradicted  by  the  Difpenfatories.  Probably  Dr. 
Smyth’s  prefcription  refembles  more  nearly  that 
celebrated  medicine. 

In  the  intermediate  time, 

No.  2.  Salt  of  Wormwood,  one  fcruple  ; 

, Lemon  Juice,  half  an  ounce  j 
Pure  Water,  one  ounce ; 

Spirituous  Alexiterial  Water; 

Syrup  of  Saffron; — each  one  drachm. 

Mix  for  a draught,  to  be  taken  every  fix  hours. 

Add,  as  occafion  may  make  neceffary. 

Nitre,  half  a fcruple  to  a fcruple ; 

Or,  Dulcified  Spirits  of  Nitre,  half  a drachm  to  a 
drachm ; 

Or,  Ipecacuanha  Wine,  from  twenty  to  fixty 
drops. 
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If  the  patient  fhiould  be  coftive,  and  the  belly 
fliould  not  be  opened  by  the  above,  it  will  be  necet^ 
fary  to  procure  a ftool,  either  by  an  emollient  laxa- 
tive glyfter,  or  an  eccoprotic  purgative. 

No.  3.  Take  Common  Decoction,  eight  ounces : 
Lenitive  Electuary,  and 
Oil  of  Olives,” — each  one  ounce ; 
Antimonial  Wine,  two  drachms. 

Mix  for  a glyfter. 

Or,  Warm  Water,  half  a pintj 
Soft  Soap,  half  an  ounce. 

’ No.  4.  Glauber’s  Purging  Salt,  from  fix  drachms 
■ to  one  ounce 

Manna,  half  an  ounce  ; diflblve  in 
Pure  Water,  two  ounces  and  a half ; add 
Tindlure  of  Cardamoms^  one  drachm. 

Mix  for  a draught. 

Or,  Soluble  Tartar,  three  drachms; 

Manna,  half  an  ounce ; diflblve  in  . 

Pure  Water,  two  ounces  and  a half ; add 
Spirituous  Cinnamon-W ater,  one  drachm : 
Mix  for  a draught. 

Or,  Infufion  of  Sena  with  Lbnon,  two  ounces 
and  a half; 

, Manna,  three  drachms. 

. Diflblve,  for  a draught. 

Or,  Common  Emulfion,  one  pint 
Manna,  one  ounce; 

Soluble  Tartar,  three  drachms; 

Dulcified  Spirits  of  Nitre,  one  drachm  ; 

Makes 
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Makes  an  apozem,  of  which  four  ounces  are  to  be 
taken  every  hour,  or  every  two  hours,  until  it 
operates  fufficiently  as  a purgative. 

When  the  pulfe  is  lowered  by  the  evacuations,  the 
Salt  of  Hartftiorn  may  be  given  to  advantage,  in  dofes 
of  fifteen  grains,  or  a fcruple,  either  in  the  faline 
draught,  No.  2,  or  joined  with  a folution  of  Sperma 
Caet.  which  tends  to  blunt  its  acrimony,  and  ren- 
der it  more  palatable.  Towards  the  end  of  the  difi. 
eafe,  if  the  pulfe  fhould  flag,  the  free  ufe  of  blifters 
will  be  advifeable,  and  the  antipholgiftic,  or  cool  re- 
gimen muft  be  changed  for  the  ^varm  cordials.  To 
the  Salt  of  Hartlhorn  may  be  added  the  Confedt. 
Cardiac,  Caftor,  Contrayerva,  Camphor,  Saffron, 
and  the  like  (fee  Nervous  Fever),  as  the  indications 
will  now  confift  in  fupporting  the  powers  of  nature, 
and  exciting  the  vis  vitae,  in  order  to  bring  about  the 
codfion  and  expulfion  of  the  febrile  Fomes. 

Topical  applications,  fuch  as  fomentations,  caita* 
plafms,  liniments,  and  the  like,  will  become  ufeful  in 
Relaxing  the  tenfion,  and  abating  the  increafed  ofcilla* 
tory  contradtions  of  the  veflels. 

No.  5.  Camomile  Flowers, 

Heads  of  White  Poppies,  bruifed, — each 
two  ounces ; 

Pure  Water,  two  quarts;  ’ • ' 

Let  it  fimmer  gently,  then  ftrain,  and  apply  warm 
as  a fomentation. 
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Cataplafms  of  Bread  and  Milk,  with  Oil  of  Rofes, 
or  Ointment  of  Elder,  may  be  applied  to  the  part, 
and  renewed  morning  and  evening ; or  the  following 
may  be  fubftituted ; 

No.  6.  French  Barley,  one  ounce;  ' 

Lintfeed,  two  drachms ; 

Mix  thefe  with  fix  or  eight  ounces  of  Milk  to  a 
proper  confiflence,  adding  as  much  as  may  be  necef- 
lary  of  Elder  Ointment. 

No.  7.  Oil  of  Almonds, 

• . ' Spirit  of  Sal  Ammoniac,— each  one  ounce; 
f . And  mix  for  a liniment. 

Or,  Oil  of  Almonds,  and 
' Simple  Ointment, — each  one  ounce; 

' Camphor,  one  drachm; 

DilTolve,  and  make  a liniment. 

T o recruit  the  ftrength  of  the  patient,  the  remedies 
to  be  propofed  for  the  cure  of  weakened  and  relaxed 
<blids  will  be  advifeable.  ■

Convulsions  and  Spasms. 

A N involuntary  or  morbid  contradfion  of  any 
mufcle,  or.mufcular  part,  is  called  a convulfion. 

This  can  only  happen  from  an  increafed  and  ir- 
regidar  determination  of  the  nervous  influence  into 
the  mufcles  of  the  affedled  parts,  which  is  owing  either 
to  an  irritation  in  the  encephalon  itfelf,  or  upon  fome 

other 
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other  part  of  the  nervous  fyftem;  alfo  to  paflions  of 
the  mind  ; to  inanition,  or  an  emptinefs  of  the  veflels 
from  profufe  evacuations;  or  to  a weaknefs  and 
laxity  of  the  nervous  and  mufcular  fyftems. 

Spafmodic  complaints  are  fometimes  attended  with 
pain,  at  others  not.  In  painful  fpafms,  Opiates  claim, 
the  firft  place,  and  fhould  be  given  in  large  and  fre- 
quently repeated  dofes. 

No.  8.  Confedlion  of  Pauline,  half  a drachm; 

Caftor,  Mufk,— each  half  a fcruple ; 

Syrup  of  Saffron,  fufficient  to  make  a 
bolus. 

To  be  taken  every  fix  hours,  or  as  occafion  may 
prefer  ibe. 

• • • » • 

Or  a grain,  or  two,  or,  in  feme  cafes,  even  three, 
of  Opium  may  be  given  at  a dofe,  and  repeated  as 
often  as  necelTary.  Glyfters  made  of  broth,  or  the 
like,  with  two  or  three  drachms  of  the  Tindf.  The- 
baic. will  fometimes  be  highly  ufeful.  Blifters  and 
finapifms  are  often  ferviceable,  more  erpecially  in 
fuch  convulfive  complaints  as  are  not  attended  with 
great  pain;  in  v/hich  cafe  likewife  the  foetids  and 
antifpafmodics  may  be  ufed  to  advantage. 

AlTafoetida  may  be  given  from . half  a fcruple  to 
a fcruple ; 

Ammoniac,  a fcruple  to  half  a drachm ; • 

Caftor,  half  a fcruple  to  two  fcruples  ; 

Camphor,  five  grains  to  a fcruple  ; 

Mufk,  half  a fcruple  to  half  a drachm ; 
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leum  Animale,  fix  to  fifteen  drops ; 

'olatile  Salts,  half  a fcruple  to  a fcruple  ; 

Salt  and  Oil  of  Amber,  ditto ; 

Valerian,  one  to  two  drachms; 

Strengtheners  and  Bracers ; the  bark  and  fteel. 

In  general  if  we  can  remove  the  caufe  the  effe£l 
will  ceafe. 


Weakened  and  Relaxed  Solids. 

^"T^HE  c^ufes  of  relaxed  folids,  or  a weakened  habit 
of  body,  may  be  comprehended  under  five  clafles, 
and  will  either  depend  upon, 

Firft,  A defeat  in  nutrition,  either  from  improper 
food,  or  an  infufficient  quantity  tliereof,  or  upon  an 
inertia  and  weaknefs  of  the  digeftive  powers. 

Secondly,  A languid  circulation,  or  too  weak  an 
application  of  the  parts  of  one  fibre  to  another,  from  ' 
a defe£l  of  mufcular  motion. 

Thirdly,  Great  and  profufe  difcharges,  either  by 
Ipontaneous  or  accidental,  or  artificial  evacuations^ 
and  this  either  of  the  blood  itfelf,  or  any  of  the  excre- 
tions preternatural ly  encreafed. 

Fourthly,  Paffions  of  the  mind,  or  too  clofe  an  at- 
tention to  any  particular  object,  efpecially  if  joined 
with  a fedentary  inactive  life : Or, 


Fifthly, 
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Fifthly,  An  over  diftra£Hon  or  dlftenlion  of  the 
fibres  and  folids  of  any  part  of  the  body,  fo  that  they 
are  not  agcun  able  to  recover  their  tone.  ' -i 

The  cure  may  like-wife  be  comprifed  under  five 
heads,  and  may  be  attempted, 

Firft,  By  diet. 

Secondly,  By  exercife  of  body. 

Thirdly,  By  bracing  and  ftrengthening  medicines, 
the  auftere  and  aftringent  vegetables  and  minerals. 

Fourthly,  By  topical  applications,  the  cold  bath, 
the  proper  application  of  bandages,  and  the  like.' 

Fifthly,  By  lefTening  or  removing  the  diftradling; 
or  diftending  caufe. 

A proper  Diet  for  debilitated  and  weakened  people 
may  be  prepared  from  Milk,  Eggs,  decodtions  of 
Bread,  Jellies,  Broths,  and  the  like. 

The  White  and  'Yolk  of  a new-laid  Egg,  well 
beat  together,  may  be  diluted  with  half  a pint  of  Milk, 
feafoned  with  Spice  and  fweetened  with  Sugar  to  die 
tafte  of  the  patient.  . ... 

Panadas  prepared  from  Bread,  Bifcuit,  or  Dutch 
Rufks,  with  Sugar  and  Rhenifli  Wine,  or  Lemon  or 
Orange  Juice,  are  agreeable  and  ufefuh. 

The  Beef  Tea,  as  it  has  been  called,  is' a pleafant 
arid  proper  liquor j may  be  prepared  as  follows: — cut 
a pound  of  the  Lean  Part  of  a Buttock  of  Beef  into 
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very  thin  flices,  add  to  it  a quart  of  Water;  put  it 
over  a quick  fire,  let  it  boil  five  minutes,  take  off 
the  rifing  fcum’,  and  decant  the  clear  liquor  for  ufe. 

The  bracing,  ftrenthening  medicines,  whicli  moft 
powerfully  conduce,  and  are  heft  adapted  to  the  cure 
of  a relaxed  ftate  of  the  folids  are  as  follow : 

Iron  or  Steel,  and  its  Preparations ; 

The  Vitriolum  e Cupro,  or  Vitriolum  Cceruleum 
of  the  fhops ; 

The  Peruvian  Bafk ; 

The  Cortex  ^ercus,  or  Oak  Bark  ; 

Allum ; 

The  Acid  Spirit,  or  Oil  of  Vitriol ; 

'I 'he  T erra  Japonica 

The  Sanguis  Draconis,  and  moft.  of  the  Aromatic 
Bitters ; 

The  Pyjmont,  Spaw,  Bath,  Tunbridge,  and  other 
Chalybeate  Waters. 

No.  9.  Simple  Bitter  Infufion,  one  ounce  and  a 
half;.  ' 

Steel  Wine>  half  an  ounce ; , 

Compound  Spirit  of  Lavender,  ope  drachm; 

Mix  thefe  for  a draught;  to  be.  taken  at  eleven 
in  the  morning  and  five  in  the  afternoon. 

T ake  Extradl  of  Peruvian  Bark,  half  a drachm  ; 
Colcothar  of  Vitriol, 

- - , Purified  Filings  of  Steel,;— each  fifteen 

grains ; 

Aromatic  Species,  fix  grains. 
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Make  thefe  into  a bolus  with  Simple  Syrup ; to  be 
taken  morning  and  evening. 

Take  Conferve  of  Orange-Peel,  half  a drachm; 

Steel  Filings,  one  fcruple; 

Zedoary,  and  Aromatic  Species, — each  fix 
grains ; 

Syrup  of  Orange-Peel,  fufficient  to  make 
thefe  into  a bolus. 

To  be  taken  night  and  morning. 

Take  Conferve  of  Sea- Worm  wood  one  ounce; 

Martial  Flowers,  half  an  ounce; 

Compound  Powder  of  Arum,  two  drachms. 

Make  thefe  into  an  eledtuary  with  Syrup  of  Orange- 
Peel,  taking  the  quantity  of  a nutmeg  night  and  morn- 
ing. 

Take  Salt  of  Steel,  one  ounce;  calcine  it  in  an 
iron  veflel,  with  a flow  fire,  until  it  becomes  red; 
and  while  it  is  warm  pour  on  it  a pint  of  Spirits  of 
Wine : let  it  digefl:  three  or  four  days,  then  ilrain  for 
xiie.

[This  is  a 
medicine  of  great  efficacy^  but  too  powerful  to  be 
laihly  ventured  on.] . 

No.  10.  Roman  Vitriol,  half  a fcruple; 

Compound  Powder  of  Amber,  three 
drachms. 

From  half  a fcruple  to  a full  fcruple 
to  be  taken  three  or  four  times  a day.

Make  a tinfture,  of  which  from  three  drachms  to 
fix  may  be  taken  three  or  four  times  a day. 

No.  II.  Peruvian  Bark  in  powder,  one  ounce; 

Flowers  of  Balauftines ; 

Zedoary ; 

Cinnamon,  of  each  one  drachm  and  a half; 

Old  Red  Port,  one  pint. 

Shake  them  well  together,  and  when  fettled  ftrain 
off  the  wine.  The  dofe  is  a winc-glafsful  three  or 
four  times  a day. 

No.  12.  Alum, 

Dragon’s  Blood, — each  twelve  grains ; 

Rhubarb,  five  grains. 

Make  them  into  a bolus,  with  fimple  fyrup. — Four 
to  be  taken  every  day ; taking  after  each  two  or  three 
ounces  of  Tincture  of  Rofes. 

No.  13.  Dulcified  Elixir  of  Vitriol,  two  drachms; 

Bitter  Tin61:ure,  fix  drachms. 

Mix. — One  or  two  drachms  to  be  taken  two  or 
three  times  a day,  either  in  Red  Wine,  or  in  the  Me« 
dicated  Wine,  No.  ii. 

’ Take  Acid  Elixir  of  Vitriol,  two  drachms; 

Japonic  Tincture,  fix  drachms. 

Mix,  and  take  as  in  the  foregoing. 
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The  Rickets.

ri^HE  Rickets  is  a difeafe  to  which  children  alone 
* are  liable,  from  the  fourth  month  to  about  the 
fifth  or  fixth  year  of  their  age;  is  owing  to  laxity, 
and  brought  on  by  the  caufes  which  have  been  affigned 
as  produdlive  of  relaxed  folids  in  general. 

The  indications  of  cure  will  confifl:  in  ftrengthen- 
ing  the  habit,  and  reftoring  to  their  tone  or  figure  the 
parts  that  may  have  been  vitiated  or  diftorted. 

As,  from  the  relaxed  ftate  of  the  primas  vise,  a quan- 
tity of  pituitous  humours  are  for  the  moft  part  lodged 
in  the  ftomach  and  inteftines,  a few  grains  of  Ipeca- 
cuanha, as  an  emetic,  may  be  adminiftered ; and  now 
and  then  a gentle  purge  of  Rhubarb,  with  Nutmeg, 
the  Elix.  Aloes,  the  Tindt.  Sacra,  or  fome  other 
warm  ftomachic  purgative.  But  we  are  principally 
to  depend  upon  the  bracing  ftrengthening  regimen, 
Chalybeates,  the  Bark,  the  Cold  Bath,  and  Exercife  of 
the  Body.  The  Chalybeate  preparations.  No.  9.  in 
proper  dofes,  according  to  the  age  of  the  patient,  will 
be  extremely  advifeable.  Or,  the  Mars  Saccharatus 
of  the  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia,  which  is  an  elegant 
and  agreeable  form  of  a chalybeate  for  children,  may 
be  given,  from  a drachm  to  two,  three  or  four  times 
every  day.  The  Infufion  of  the  Bark,  No.  1 1.  with 
or  without  the  Elixir  of  Vitriol,  will  be  ufcful ; more 
particularly  if  any  feverifti  heat,  or  hedlical  fymptoms, 
Ihould  forbid  the  ufe  of  fteel  till  their  removal. 
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The  Dropsy. 

indications  of  cure  in  a Dropfy  will  confift  in 
removing  the  caufe  of  the  difeafe;  in  evacuating 
the  waters  effufed  into  the  feveral  cavities;  and  in 
preventing  a relapfe,  by  ftrengthening  the  folids  of  the 
body,  and  guarding  againft  a future  colledlioru 

The  waters  are  to  be  evacuated  either  by  the  na- 
tural emundlories,  or  artificial  outlets.  The  natural 
excretions  are  thofe  by  Vomit,  Stools,  Urine,  and 
Sweat.  The  artificial  are,  by  the  operations  of  the 
Empyema,  the  Paracentefis,  Scarifications,  and  Blifters. 

Proper  Forms  of  Emetics. 

No.  14.  Powder  of  Ipecacuanha,  one  fcruple; 
Emetic  Tartar,  four  grains. 

Mix,  and  take  for  a puke. 

Or,  Antimonial  Wine,  one  ounce  and  a halfj 
Oxymel  of  Squills,  half  an  ounce. 

Mix  for  an  emetic  draught. 

Or,  Powder  of  Ipecacuanha,  half  a fcruple  ; ~ 

Yellow  Emetic  Mercury,  five  grains. 

Make  into  a bolus  with  Simple  Syrup. 

A cordial  opiate  may  be  adminiftered  after  the  opc- 
jration  of  the  emetic,

The  exprefled  Juice  of  the  Yellow  Flag  Iris  may  be 
taken  in  dofes-  from  one  drachm  to  half  an  ounce, 
morning  an  evening. 

It  may  be  ufeful  In  many  places  to  fubjoln  Calomel 
to  the  above  purgatives,  of  which  fifteen  grains  may 
either  be  given  in  a bolus  overnight,  or  joined  with 
the  cathartic.

Ari 
Comp,  and  the  like ; in  order  that  tlie  extravalated 
fluids  may  the  more  readily  be  abforbed  and  deter- 
mined into  the  kidneys.

•No.  17.  Ipecacuanha  In  powder,  fouj*  grains; 

Extradf  of  Opium,  three  grains ; 

Purified  Sal.  Ammoniac,  one  fcruple  ; 

Make  a bolus  with  Syrup  of  Saffron;—  to  be 
taken  at  bed-time,  and  repeated  next  morning  and 
evening,  if  neceffary. 

Emetic  Tartar,  three  grains; 

ExtradI  of  Opium,  two  grains ;

regimen  and  medicines  recommended  for  the  remedy 
of  weakened  and  relaxed  folids,  will  be  highly  ad- 
visable, and  bid  the  faireft  to  anfwer  the  intention. 


Of  the  Spontaneous  Morbid  Degeneracies 
of  the  Fluids. 

The  fluids  and  humours  of  the  body,  from  va- 
rious caufes,  may  become  either  acid,  glutinous, 
or  putrefcent, 

I 

An  acid  acrimony  prevails  principally  in  the  primae 
vise,  and  may  derive  its  origin  either  from  too  great  a 
quantity  of  acefcent'food,  or  from  a laxity  and  debility 
of  the  ftomach  .and  organs  of  digeftion. 

. It  is  to  be  remedied  by  diet;  by  the  antacid  ab- 
forbed  medicines;  and  by  ftrengthening  the  primae 
viae;  by  which  digeftion  may  be  haftened,  and  the 
aliments  prevented  from  turning  four. 

To  cut  off  the  acefcent  fomes,  a diet,  which  is 
oppofite  to  acidity,  prepared  of  flefh  meats  and  the 
alcalefcent  vegetables,  will  be  expedient  and  ufeful. 

The  acid  is  to  be  corredled  and  weakened,  and  its 
ill  efFedts  prevented  by  thofe  remedies  which  abforb 
-and  neutralize  acids  Such  are  the  fixed  and  volatile 
alcalies,  and  the  teftacea. 

No.  i8.  Chalk  julap,  two  ounces; 

Tin<^ure  of  Cinnamon,  one  drach. 

Mix  for  a draught. 
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Prepared  05dler-{hells, 

Sugar, — each  two  drachms;  “ 

Oil  of  Cinnamon,  two  drops. 

Mix  into  a powder,  of  which  a drachm  may  be 
taken  two  or  three  times  a day.

If  it  fhould  be  judged  neceflary  to  procure  a ftool 
at  the  fame  time ; 

Magncfia,  two  fcruples ; 

Rhubarb,  half  a fcruple; 

Aromatic  Species,  two  grains. 

Mix  into  a powder;  to  be  taken  morning  and 
evening,  or  as  circumftances  may  prefcribe. 

Alkaline  Aloetic  Wine, 

- ^ Spirituous  Cinnamon  • Water, — each  fit 

drachms. 

Mix  them  for ‘a  draught,  to  be  given  morning  and 
evening. 

But  the  greateft  indication  will  confift  in  ftrengthen- 
ing  the  primae  vise,  and  haftening  digeftion,  by  which 
the  aliments  will  be  more  quickly  expelled  from  the 
ftomach,  and  prevented  from  becoming  four.  The 
others  were  only  palliative  and  preventative,  but  this 
muft  prove  the  radical  cure. 

If  the  ftomach  fhould  be  foul,  and  a ficknefs  or 
naufea  attend,  an  emetic  may  be  given,  and  occa- 
fionally  repeated,  of  ten  or  fifteen  grains  of  Ipeca- 
cuanha, or  a decodlion  of  tlie  Bulbous  Roots  of  the 
common  Daffodil,  which  is  one  of  the  mildeft  and 
moft  efficacious  vomitories  the  whole  Materia  Me- 
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dica  affords.  Tlie  'ilomach  purgcrs,  fuch  as  the 
Aloetics  and  Rhubarb,  will  likewife  be  ufeful ; The 
Tindlura  Sacra,  the  Tinfture  of  Rhubarb,  or  the 
Vin.  Aloetic.  Alcaline,  warmed  with  Spirit  of  La- 
vendar,  or  fome  other  aromatic,  may  be  given  to  an 
ounce,  either  In  the  morning,  or  at  night  at  bed- 
time. Tlie  Elix.  Aloes  may  be  taken  to  half  an 
ounce,  and  the  pill  Rufi,  or  the  Aromatic  Pill,  to 
fifteen  grains,  or  a fcruple.  The  bracing,  ftrenthen- 
ing  remedies  will  be  likewife  advifeable,  particularly 
the  Preparations  of  Iron,  and  alfo  Chalybeate  Waters; 
the  Bark,  the'Elixir  of  Vitriol,  the  Stomachic  Bitters, 
and  Exercife  of  Body.  See  No,  9.  No.  ii.  and 
No.  13.

A Spontaneous  Gluten,  or  a pituitous  lentor 
in  the  veffels  and  vifeera,  may  derive  its  origin 
from  vifeid  aliments,  and  weak  primse  viae;  or  may 
be  owing  to  a degciteracy  of  the  humours  themfelves, 
from  a weakened  circulation,  or  too  rigid  a Rate  of 
the  veffels ; the  effedts  of  age. 

The  cure  is  to  be  attemped  by  cutting  off  the  femes 
of  the  difeafe,  expelling  from  the  primas  vite  the  ropy 
coiluvies,  attenuating  the  lentor  of  the  blood,  and 
ftrengffiening  the  folids,  to  prevent  a relapfe.  A pro- 
per diet,  oppefed  to  vifeidity,  will  be  ncceffary  to  cut 
fhort  the  morbid  femes:  Hence  Animal  and  Well- 
Seafoned  Foods,  fermented,  and  Spirituous  Liquors, 
may  be  moderately  indulged  in. 
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The  Saburra  may  be  expdled  from  the  primse  viae 
by  gentle  emetics  and  ftomacloic  purgatives,  the  Aloe^ 
tics  and  Rhubarb. 

The  lentor  of  the  fluids  is  to  be  attenuated  by  ex- 
citing the  aftions  of  the  veffels  trpon  their  contents, 
by  which  means  the  circulation  through  their  fmaller 
branches  will  become  brilker,  the  vifcid  particles  re- 
folved,  and  a due  degree  of  fluxility  being  obtained, 
the  obllruilions  and  preffures  will  be  removed,  and 
the  velTels  and  organs  cleared  from  the  pituitous  col- 
luvies.  For  thefe  prurpofes  the  refolving,  Simulat- 
ing acrid,  and  faponaceous  medicines  become  ufeful*

/i  Putrescent  Acrimony,  or  fpontaneous  Pu- 

^ trefadlion  of  the  Humours,  will  arlfe  from  va- 
rious caufes — fuch  as  too  large  a proportion  of  pu- 
trefcent  diet,  as  animal  flelh,  fifli,  fowl,  &c.  great 
and  long  continued  heat;  an  abufe  of  alcaline  medi- 
cines, the  fixed  and  volatile  alcaline  falts,  foap,  and 
the  like;  obftrucled  perfpiration ; a putrid  fomes  with- 
in the  body;  or  a putrid  halitus,  or  ferment,  re- 
ceived ab  extra.  >■ 

For  the  remedy  of  a Putrefcent  Acrimony  we 
fhould  firft  endeavour  to  come  at  and  remove  the  caufe. 
Thus,  if  too  large  a proportion  of  putrefcent  diet 
Ihould  have  concurred  to  its  produdtion,  aliments  of 
an  oppofite  quality  will  be,  by  all  means,  advifeable, 
at  leaft  either  acids  or  acefcents. — The  Farinola, 
boiled  in  Water  or  Milk;  the  Summer  Tart  Fruits, 
and  their  Acid  Juices,  either  crude  or  fermented — as 
Wines,  Vinegar,  and  the  like.  It  will  be  expedient 
likewife  to  evacuate  the  putrid  humours  by  the  feveral 
cmuncfories  of  the  body  from  the  primse  viae,  by 
emetics  and  cathartics,  and  from  the  blood  by  diure- 
tics and  fudorifics ; at  the  fame  time  we  may  correcSt 
Ihe  putrefcency  by  acid  and  antifeptic  medicines,  or 
thofe  which  are  known  to  refill:  putrefadfion — fuch  are 
the  V egetable  and  Mineral  .Acids,  and  moft  Aftrin- 

gents; 
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gents;  the  DifFerent  Species  of  Boles;  but  above  all, 
perhaps  the  Peruvian  Bark.  In  flaort,  by  acid  and  an- 
tifeptic  medicines,  and  counteracting  the  different 
caufes,  which  are  productive  of  a putrid  difpofition  in 
the  animal  fluids,  we  (hall  frequently  remove  dif- 
orders  which  have  their  origin  from  this  caufe. 


The  Sea  Scurvy. 

Sea  Scurvy  is  a difea'e,  the  doCtrine  of  which 
will  be  greatly  illuftrated  by  that  of  Animal  Pu- 
trefaction, as  it  entirely  depends  upon  a relaxed  flate 
of  the  folids,  and  a putrid  dilTolution  of  the  fluids. 

The  caufes  in  general  may  be  referred  to  improper 
aliment,  moifl:  air,  and  obftruCted  perfpiration. 

The  cure  may  be  divided  in  a twofold  manner. 

The  preventative  cure,  before  the  fcorbutic  fymp- 
toms  have  appeared  to  any  conflderable  degree ; and 
the  actual  cure,  after  the  folids  and  fluids  are  affeCted 
by  the  fcorbutic  taint. 

' For  the  prevention  of  this  difeafe',  a warm,  dry, 
pure  air,  with  a diet  of  eafy  digeftion,  confifting 
chiefly  of  a due  mixture  of  animal  and  vegetable 
fubftances,  with  the  fummer  tart  fruits,  and  their 
acid  j uices  would,  for  the  moft  part,  prove  fufficient. 

For  the  cure,  our  attempts  fhould  be  direCled : 


To 
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I'o  counfera<9:  the  caufes  of  the  difealc. 

To  evacuate  the  fcorbutic  acrimony.  ‘ 

ft 

To  ftrengthen  and  invigorate  the  folids,  and  cor- 
re6l  the  putrefadlive  diathefis  of  the  fluids.  And, 

To  provide  for  the  relief  of  the  fymptoms. 

The  firfl:  intention  will  be  anfwered  by  the  means 
xecornmended  for  the  prevention  of  the  fcurvy. 

The  fecond,  by  promoting  the  excretions,  by  the 
fkin  and  urine,  for  the  gentle  evacuation  of  the  fcor- 
butic acrimony ; which  is  to  be  elFe£led  by  the  acid, 
faline,  antifeorbutic,  and  antifeptic  rnedicines. 

The  third,  by  exercife  of  body ; the  cold  bath, 
chalybeates,  the  bark,  the  mineral  acids,  and  moft 
antrleptics. 

The  fourth,  by  palliating  the  moft  urgent  lymp- 
toms,  by  their  particular  remedies. 


On  Fevers  in  general. 

TN  every  Fever,  the  pulfe  becomes  quicker  than 
natural,  and  the  funftions  of  the  body  more  or 
lefs  impaired  or  vitiated. 

The  caufes  of  Fevers  then  will  be  fuch  as,  by 
their  irritation,  can  quicken  the  circulation,  and  ex- 
cite fpafmodic  contradions  in  the  fcveral  parts  of  the 
body.  And, 


Thefe 
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Thefe  we  may  diftinguifli  in  a twofold  manner; 
into  general  and  particular. 

The  general  or  epidemic  caufes  of  Fevers  are  fuch 
as  may  affedt  a whole  city,  country,  or  family ; and 
for  the  moft  part,  depend  upon  fome  putrefeent  or 
infedlious  particles  lodged  in  the  air,  or  upon  its 
manifeft  qualities  ; fuch  as  its  heat  or  coldnefs,  its 
moifture  or  drynefs,  and  the  like. 

The  particular  caufes  of  Fevers,  or  fuch  as  will 
affedt  individuals  only,,  we  may  refer  to  three  claffes. 

As, 

• I.  To  a purulent  fomes  within  the  body,  from 
confined  matter,  the  confequence  of  fuppurations. 

2.  To  a putrefeent,  acrimonious  ftate  of  the  juices, 

from  a putrid  fomes  of  any  kind.  And, 

3.  To  obftrudled  perfpiration. 

From  the  firft  clafs.  Fevers  of  the  hedfical,  and 
colliquative  kinds,  will  derive  their  origin ; from  the 
fecond,  Fevers  of  the  putrid  or  malignant  kind;  and 
from  the  third  clafs,  or  obftrudfed  perfpiration,  ac- 
cording to  the  habit  of  body  and  conftitution  of  the 
patient,  either  the  acute  infiammatorv,  the  low  ner- 
vous,  the  rheumatic,  or  the  intermittent  Fever. 

The  curative  indications,  in  Fevers,  in  general, 
may  be  reduced  to  three. 

E The 
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The  firft  to  corredt  and  expel  the  caufe,  which, 
by  its  irration,  had  given  rife  to  the  Fever. 

The  fecond  will  depend  upon  a proper  manage- 
ment and  regulation  of  the  powers  of  nature;  that 
the  febrile  impetus  fliould  not  prevail  beyond  due 
bound?/  or  too  much  flag,  for  the  proper  co6lion  of 
the  febrile  matter. 

The  third  will  confift  in  providing  for  the  relief 
and  mitigation  of  the  moft  urgent  fymptoms. 

It  has  been  a long  received  maxim  in  phyfle,  that 
if  the  caufe  is  removed  the  efFedls  will  ceafe. 
Our  firfl:  attempts  then,  in  Fevers,  fhould  be  di- 
recSled  to  corredl  or  expel  the  caufe  of  the  difeafe. 
Hence,  if  a purulent  or  putrefcent  fomes,  in  the 
habit,  fhould  have  given  rife  to  the  fymptoms,  they 
are  to  be  removed  or  corredfed  by  their  particular 
antidotes : but,  as  the  caufe,  by  far  the  moft  fre- 
quent, depends  upon  obftru(fted  perfpiration,  it  be- 
comes a matter  of  moment,  in  the  cure  of  Fevers, 
to  reftore  the  excretion,  and  expel  the  retained  acrir 
monious  humours,  which  had  occafloned  the  difeafe. 

For  this  purpofe,  efpecially  in  the  beginning  of  a 
febrile  complaint,  the  preparations  of  antimony  (foe 
No.  I.  pag.  3)  exceed  any  remedy  we  are  as  yet 
acquainted  with ; and  often  tend  to  the  fpeedy  re- 
moval of  the  difeafe. 

The  fecond  indication,  viz.  that  of  regulating  properly 
the  febrile  impetus,  will  become  a matter  of  moment  in 

the 
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the  cure  of  Fevers ; as  the  difeafe  itfelf,  rightly 
moderated,  and  reftrained  within  proper  bounds  and 
limitations,  is  the  beft  remedy  for  the  codfion  and 
expulfion  of  the  morbific  caufe ; for  art  can  only 
avail  in  regulating  properly  the  powers  of  life  and  the 
circulation,  that  the  febrile  impetus  may  rtot  fo 
much  prevail,  as,  by  the  encreas’d  circulation,  to 
prove  fatal  to  the  body;  or,  on  the  contrary,  that  the 
powers  of  nature  may  not  fo  much  languifh  and  flag, 
that  there  fhould  be  wanting  the  neceflary  degree  of 
Fever,  for  the  proper  codHon  and  expulfion  of  the 
irritating  fomes.  To  lower  the  impetus  of  a Fever, 
evacuations,  and  the  remedies  recommended  pag.  3, 
and  will  be  advifeable.  To  promote  and  encreafe 
it,  the  v/arm,  cordial,  ftimulating,  and  heating  medi- 
cines ; the  aromatics  of  different  kinds ; Saffron, 

Caftor,  Camphor,  Wine  and  the  like.  See  Nervous 
Pever. 

The  fymptoms  the  moft  frequent  and  troublefome 
in  Fevers  are  as  follow : 

In  the  beginning,  a fenfe  of  coldnefs  and  fhivering, 
fucceeded  by  heat,  a naufea  and  vomiting,  third:, 
anxiety,  a diarrhaea,  petechiae,  profufe  fweatings’ 
watchings,  delirium,  comatofe  affedfions,  and  con- 
vulfions. 


_ Thef^  as  being  the  effedts  of  the  Fever,  as  that 
IS  abated,  will  frequently  ceafe ; but  if  they  fhould 
require  any  particular  care,  are  to  be  attempted,  by 

^ ^ removing 
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removing  and  weakening  the  caufe  which  had  pro- 
duced them. 

The  fyiTl'ptoms  in  Fevers  v/ill  depend  either  upon 
an  inflammatory  or  a Ipafmodic  afFedlion  of  the 
feveral  organs,  a quickened  circulation,  or  too  denfe 
and  vifeid  a ftate  of  the  fluids.

The  coldnefs  and  fhivering,  which  for  the  moft 
part  accompany  the  Fever  at  its  firft  onfet,  will  be 
owing  to  a fpafmodic  ftridlure  of  the  fmall  or  capil- 
lary vell'els.  The  heat,  which  fucceeds,  will  depend 
upon  the  encreafed  and  quickened  circulation  ; or,  as 
is  fometimes  the  cafe,  in  the  Putrid  Fever,  upon  an 
inteftine  motion,  or  putrefeent  fermentation  in  the 
blood  and  juices. 

* I 

As  heat  generally  fucceeds  the  fhivering  and  cold- 
nefs, it  is  not  often  that  the  cold  fit  will  require  a par- 
ticular cure.  If  any  medicine  fhould  be  necelTary, 
fome  gently  flimulating  cordial,  fuch  as  a little  warm 
Wine,  with  fomc  fuitable  Aromatic,  may  be  expe- 
diejit. 

The  heat  is  to  be  mitigated  by  abating  and  re- 
movino;  its  caufe:  If  from  an  encreafed  circulation, 
by  evacuations  and  antiphlogiftics.  See  No.  1.2.  3,4. 
P.  3.  and  4.  If  from  a putrid  caufe,  by  antifcptic  and 
gently  diaphoretic  medicines;  fuch  are  the  Vegetable 
and  Mineral  Acids,  the  Neutral  Salts,  the  Bark,  with 
'proper  Cordials,  and  the  like. 
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A Naufea  and  Vomiting  will  be  owing  either  to  an 
acrimonious,  putrid,  bilious  matter  or  fordes  colle6led 
in  the  ftomach  and  primae  vise,  vellicating  their  coats, 
and  irritating  to  excretion;  or  to  flight  convulflve 
motions  excited  in  the  ftomach  and  neighbouring 
vifcera,  by  a determination  of  the  febrile  caufe  to  thefe 
parts.  Is  beft  relieved  by  an  emetic,  either  the  Anti- 
inonial  Powder,  No.  i.  or  a few  grains  of  Ipeca- 
cuanha; afterwards  Riverius’s  Anti-Emetic  Draup-ht

may  be  given  to  advantage. 

No.  19.  Salt  of  Wormwood,  one  ftruple; 

Lemon  Juice,  half  an  ounce; 

Spirituous  Cinnamon -Water,  one  ounce; 

Sugar,  half  a drachm. 

Mix  for  draught ; to  be  taken  every  four  hours. . 

To  this  may  be  added  a few  drops  of  Liquid  Lau- 
danum, or  a warm  Cordial  Aromatic,  as  occaflon 
may  require.  , 

An  Anxiety  may  be  occafloned  by  any  caufe  v/hich 
can  impede  the  circulation  through  the  lungs,  and 
prevent  the  free  egrefs  of  the  blood  from  the  ventri-  • 
cles  of  the  heart.  This  then  will  depend  cither  upon 
an  inflammatory,  or  a fpaCnodic  affeiftion  of  the  lun»s. 
When  inflammation  is  the  caufe,  the  antiphlogiftic  re- 
gimen will  be  necefiary.  See  Inflammation.  But 
when  owing  to  fpafms,  the  warm,  cordial,  and  antif- 
pafmodic  medicines,  with  blifters  and  finapifms,  will 
be  moft  expedient. 
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No.  20.  Caftor,  fifteen  grains; 

Saffron,  five  grains; 

V olatile  Salt  of  Amber,  feven  grains ; 

Simple  Syrup,  fufficient  to  make  into  a 
bolus. 

'Fo  be  taken  every  four  or  five  hours,  with  three 
flX)onfuls  of  the  following  Julep  after  it;

Foetid  Volatile  Spirits,  two  drachms.  Mix. 

A Diarrhaea,  in  Fevers,  may  be  owing  to  various 
and  difiercnt  caufes;  either  to  acrimonious  and  putrid 
fordes  colledted  in  the  ftomach  and  primae  vise  ; 
which  defcending  into  the  inteftines,  irritate  to  ex- 
cretion, and  a difcharge  of  their  contents ; or,  to  a 
determination  into  the  inteftines  of  fome  of  the  moft 
acrimonious  or  putrefeent  particles  of  the  fluids, 
which  ftiould  pafs  off  by  the  other  outlets,  as  the  Ikin 
or  kidneys ; or,  again!  it  may  be  fometimes  critical ; 
in  which  cafe,  it  will  often  prove  falutafy,  and  ought 
not  to  be  fuddenly  checked. — For  the  relief  of  this 
fymptom,  an  emetic  of  Ipecacuanha  will  be  advife- 
able;  and  this,  unlefs  in  cafe  of  extreme  weaknefs, 
may  be  given  at  any  time,  or  in  any  ftage  of  the  Fever. 
The  opiate,  aftringent,  and  cordial  diaphoretic  re- 
medies, to  allay  the  irritation,  arid  divert  the  flow  of 
humours  to  the  fkin,  will  be  likewife  neceflary,  and 
may  be  taken  by  tlie  mouth,  or,  as  is  frequently  found 
more  efficacious,  inje£ted  by  the  an\is  glyfterwife. 
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No.  21.  Cardiac  Confedlion,  one  fcruple; 

V enice  T reacle,  fifteen  grains ; 

Contrayerva  Root  in  powder,  half  a jfcruple ; x 

Oil  of  Cinnamon,  one  drop ; 

Make  into  a bolus,  with  Syrup  of  Saffron. — To  be 
adminiftered  every  fix  hours. 

Takej  Diafcordium,  half  an  ounce;

The  Petechiae,  or  Exanthemata,  which  fo  fre- 
quently break  out  upon  the  ficin  in  febrile  difeafesi 
may  be  either  critical  or  fymptomatical.  In  the  fmall- 
pox,  and  other  eruptive  maladies,  the  Fever  is  fre- 
quently critically  terminated  by  the  eruption ; but  in 
many  other  cafes,  as  in  the  malignant  Fever  and  the 
like,  they  appeal-  as  fymptoms  only,  and  neither 'lefTen 
nor  encrcafc  the  difeafe.  ' 


For 


For  the  remedy  of  Petechiis  In  general,  it  will 
rarely  happen  that  any  particular  regimen  or  rfiethod 
will  be  required  diftincSl:  from  the  Fever  itfelf;  as  the 
whole  that  will  be  required  is  properly  to  moderate 
the  febrile  impetus,  and  as  the  Fever  abates  the  Pe- 
techias will  gradually  difappear. 

Profufe  Sweatings  may  be  either  critical  or  fympto- 
matical.  If  not  critical,  they  often  prove  very  in- 
jurious, by  weakening  the  patient,  and  depriving  the 
blood  of  its  thinner  and  more  aqueous  parts.  . 

t 

A Symptomatical  Sweating  may  acknowledge  a 
twofold  caufe,  and  depends  either  upon  too  encreafed 
and  rapid  a circulation,  or  upon  too  relaxed  a ftate  of 
the  folids,  and  a thinnefs  and  diflblution  of  the  fluids. 
Hence,  at  the  latter  end  of  a Fever,  in  a weakened 
habit,  colliquative  fweats  will  frequently  come  on, 
which  tend  greatly  to  fink  the  patient,  and  impede  his 
xecovery. 

If  an  encreafed  circulation,  in  the  beginning  of  a 
Fever,  fhould  have  given  rife  to  this  fymptom,  blood- 
lettings and  antiphlogiftics  have  proved  the  beft  re- 
medies to  reftrain  the  excretion;  but,  in  the  colliqua- 
five  fweats,  which  happen  at  the  latter  end  of  a low 
Fever,  the  tonic  and  bracing  medicines  are  the  only 
ones  to  be  depended  upon,  and  in  particular  the  Bark 
and  its  feveral  preparations. 

No.  23.  Peruvian  Bark,  one  ounce. 
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Make  a decoction  in  a pint  and  a half  of  Watei* 
until  reduced  to  one  pint. 

Add,  Cinnamon  one  drachm  and  a half; 

Orv  Mace,  one  drachm. 

To  one  ounce  and  a half  of  the  above,  ftrained, 
Add,  Simple  Tindlure  of  the  Bark,  two  drachms ;

Watchings,  or  Want  of  Reft,  in  Fevers,  are  to  be 
relieved  in  a twofold  manner:  By  abating  the  caufe 
of  the  reftlefsnefs,  the  irritationj  and  unufual  contrac- 
''  tion  and  tenfion  of  the  meninges  and  nervous  fibrillae 
of  the  brain;  or,  by  adminiftering  thofe  * medicines 
which  allay  irritation,  and  which  we  know  \)ifouId  be 
produdtive  of  deep  in  a healthy  body.  For  this,  in- 
tention, opiates,  in  various  forms,  fhould  feem  to 
claim  the  firft  placcj  though  fometimes  the  Sal  Seda- 
tivum  Hombergii,  the  Native  Salt  of  Borax,  from 
half  a fcruple  to  two  fcruples,  will  anfwer  extremely 
well  this  intention. 

No.  24.  Pure  Water,  one  ounce  arid  a half; 

Spirituous  Alexiterial  Water,  one  drachm; 

Caftor,  half  a fcruple; 

Confe£tion.  of  Damocrates,  two  fcruples ; 

Syrup  of  Saffron,  one  drachm. 

Mix  for  a draught. — To  be  taken  every  fix  hours.

' A Coma,  or  ebn-ffafit  drowfinefs  and  inclination  to 
fleep,  may  be  obcafioned  by  every  caufe  wliith  can- 
cohipreft  the  biiifn,  and  pre^eht  the  nerves  from  pro- 
perly 'exefti  rig  the'if  influhifce  in  the  pro'du'bfion  of  the 
animal  a'bli'dhs  ;■  fiich  is  a fizey  infpiflatidn  of  the 
blood,  obftrtTbtirtg  ot  ftagnating  ih  the  brain  or  its 
menirfg'eS;  in  ekttavafated  fluid,  a putaieht  rnatter,  or 
pituitOtiS  lehfof,  cbll'eiftcd  in  the  cavities,  fub-ftince, 
or  coverings  of  the  brain;  alfo  a fpafih'odi'c  flridture  b'f‘ 
the  dura  and  pia  mater;  and  their  appendages;  imped- 
ing the  tSi^^iyculation  of.  the  flxtids  through  the 
veflels  ih'’jLh'e  encephalon..

Under  fome  circumftaaces;  emetics  and  purgatives-  < 
may  be  ufeful.

A Delirium,  in  Fevers,  may.  be  o^.’ing  to  an  un- 
equal or  interrupted  circulation  through  the  brain  and 
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its  meninges,  and  an  irregubr  djlljributlon  of  the  ner- 
vous influence.  jn  the  different  fpecies 

of  Fevers,  will  arife  from  different  caufes;  as,  in  the 
aciite  Fever,  it  will  depend  upon  an  inflammatory 
irritation;  and,  in  the  low  nervous  Fever,  upon  fpaf- 
moclic  affe61:ions  in  the  ePiCephalon  principally,  perhaps 
the  coverings  of  the  brain;  or  again,  a Delirium 
fometiines  arifes  froni  an  affedfipn  of  the  ftomach  and 
fordcs  coll c6led  there;  fpmetirnes  alfo  from  weaknefs. 

A Delirium  is  to  be  removed  by  ^batfng  the  caufe. 
If  from  an  inflamrnation,  or  too  increafed  an  impetus 
of  the  circulatipp,  by  blood-lettings  and  the  antiphlo- 
giftic  regimen.  If  from  fpafrns  and  too  languid 
circulation,  which  indeed  is  the  moft  frequent  caufe, 
it  will  be  expedient  to  keep  up  the  circulation,  and 
refalve  the  fpafrns,  by  the  cordial,  cephalic,  and  anti- 
fpafmodic  remedies;  Mufk,  Caftor,  Camphor,  Saf- 
. fron,  Affafcetida,  and  the  like;  but,  above  all,  byfina- 
pifms  and  bliffers. 

Blifters  may  be  alfo  applied  to  the  head. 

No.  26.  Oriental  Mufk,  fifteen  grains;

Sometimes,  where  a Delirium  is  unattended  with  a 
ftupor,  opiates  may  be  of  ufe ; and  when  an  alFedfion 
of  the  ftomach  fhould  have  given  rife  to  this  fymptom, 
a vomit  will  be  the  beft  remedy. 

Convulfions  and  Twitchings  of  the  Tendons,  the 
almoft  conftant  attendants  in  the  lafl:  ftage  of  the 
Fever,  will  depend  upon  fome  irritation,  or  injury 
done  to  the  brain  or  its  coverings,  from  preceding  in- 
flammations, fuppurations,  and  the  like ; alfo  upon  ex- 
treme weaknefs  from  inanition.  The  caufes  of  De- 
liria  and  Pervigilia  may  likewife  prove  the  occafion  of 
Convulfions,  which  indeed  generally  attend  or  fuc- 
ceed  to  thefe  fymptoms,  when  violent  or  of  long  du- 
ration. For  the  relief  of  convulfive  afFedlions,  fee 
No.  8,  pag.  7,  Mufic,  Caftor,  AfTafcetida,  and  the 
Pike,  witli  the  warm  cordial  ftimulants,  will  bid  the 
faireft  to  anfwer  the  intention. 

' A Blifter  to  the  head  tikewife  will  have  its  advan. 
tage,  and  be  preferable  to  the  common  methods  of 

bliflering  the  extremities. 
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Of  an  Acute  Inflammatory  Fever.  ' 

H E predifpofing  caufes  of  an  acute  Inflammatory 
Fever  are  thofe  which  ftrengthen  and  brace  up 
the  folids  and  induce  a fizey  inTpifTation  upon  the  fluids. 
Hence  a robuft  and  plethoric  habit  will  ever  be  moft 
obnoxious  to  inflammatory  difpofitions ; whilft,  on 
the  contrary,  in  the  weakly  and  infirm,  the  circulation 
cannot  readily  be  worked  up  to  fuch  a pitch  as  is 
requifite  to  conftitute  a difeafe  of  the  inflammatory 
kind. 

The  occafional  caufes  of  the  acute  Fever  are  ana- 
lagous  to  thofe  which  have  been  recited  as  produdtive 
of  inflammation,  P.  i and  2;  as  there  feems  to  be  no 
other  difference  between  the  partial  and  general 
Fever  than  that  in  the  one,  a particular  organ  is  more 
immediately  affected;  in  the  other,  the  difeafe  is 
general  throughout  the  habit ; and  in  both  cold,  or 
obfl:ru(fled  perfpiration,  is  almoft  the  only  occafional 
caufe.

The  cure  of  the  inflammatory  Fever  will  be  great- 
ly illuftrated  by  what  has  been  already  obferved 
concerning  the  cure  of  inflammation  in  generaL 
Pag-  2^  3- 

It  will  be  requifite  to  lower  the  circulating  pow- 
ers, and  to  moderate  properly  the  febrile  impetus ; 
this  is  to  be  efiedted  by  evacuations  and  antiphlo- 
giftics.  The  antimonial  powder,  No,  i.  will  much 

avail 
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avail  at  the  firft  attack  of  the  clifealb.  I'he  cooling 
diaphpretics  ^nd  neutral  falts,  with  plcpty  of 'djluting 
drinks,  to  promote  a gentle  diaphorefi?,  will  be  ad- 
Vifeablej  and  about  the  eighth  or  ninth  day  a f3.)utary 
crifis  will  moft  frequently  happen,  by  fweat,  turbid 
qrine,  and  loofe  ftools. 

If,  at  the  latter  end  of  the  difeafe,  the  pulfc  fhould 
flag,  the  antiphlogiftic  medicines  muft  be  difeon- 
tinued,  and  the  cordial  regimen  fubftituted. 

If  an  intermiflion  Ihould  happen,  or  even  a re- 
miflion,  with  gentle  fweats,  and  a turbid  urine,  the 
bark  Ihquld  be  tlirpwn  in  as  our  flieet  anchor. 


Of  the  Low  Nervous  Fever. 

A Difeafe  diainstric^lly  pppofite  to  the  acute  iut 
flanunatory  is  the  Low  Nervpus  Fever. 

In  the  ope  it  becomes  necelTary  to  lower  the  im-f 
petus  of  the  circulation  by  evacuations  and  antipblo- 
giftics ; in  the  other,  the  v/arm,  cordial,  ftimidating 
tnedicines  are  by  all  means  advifeable,  to  excite  the 
vis  vita;,  ^nd  promote  fuch  a .degree  of  Fever  as  may 
fu/Ece  for  the  e^ipulfion  ^d  coiicodlion  of  the  febrile 
fomes. 

Evacuations  of  blo.od,  arid  by  ftpol,  can  tlien  be  of 
no  fervice  in  the  epre  of  a Ipw  Fever.  A gentle 
vomit,  in  the  beginning,  and  a breathing  fweat, 
throughout  its  continuance,  will  be  ufefuL

AlexIpharmicConfeiffiohs,  Cohfedl.  Cardiac,  Confedf. 
Da'mocratlSj  "Phetiac.  Aridromach,  and  the  like. 

No.  28.  Caffor,  fifteen  grains ; 

Safftoiv,  five  grain's  5 . - *

Confection  of  Kermes,  fufficient  to  make 
a bolus.

TTOR  the  remedy  of  an  Intermitting  Fever,  the  Bark 
has  been  found  the  moft  fovereign  medicine.  It 
may  be  proper  to  premife  to  its  ufe  an  emetic,  or  the 
gentle  ftomach  purgers,  the  Aloetics,  with  Rhubarb, 
and  the  like.

The  above  draught  may  be  taken  when  the  Fever 
is  off,  every  hour,  fecond,  third,  or  fourth^  according 
to  the  diftance  of  time  which  intervenes  betwixt  the 
paroxyfnas. 

If  the  Bark  fliould  purge,  a few  drops  of  Tinck. 
Thebaic,  may.  be  added  to  each  dole.  If  it  fhould 
bind  the  belly,  it  may  be  necellary  to  add  to  it  a little 
Rliubarb. 

Intermittents,  according  to  the  ftate  of  the  air  and 
conftitution- of  the  patient,  will  confiderably 'vary — , 
fome  have  a tendency  to  the  inflammatory,  nay  will 
frequently  degenerate  into  the  acute  continual  Fever, 
elpeciallj  if  too  hot  a regimen  has  been  ufed.  If  this 
fhould  be  the  cafe,  bleeding,  with  a gentle,  cooling 
purge,  will  foon  reduce  it  to  its  former  type:  and 
here  it  may  be  neceffary  to  give  the  Bank  .in  the  com- 
mon Saline  Draught,  No.  2.  or  to  join  Nitre  with  it 
during  the  whole  cure. 

On  the  .contrary,  fometimes  our  Intermittents  will 
verge  greatly  upon  the  low  or  nervous  Fever,  in 
which  cafe  it  will  be  expedient  to  join  the  jcordial 
aromatics,  fuch  as  Snake- Root,  Contrayerva,  Myrrh, 

G Camphor, 

t 
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Camphor,  and  the  like,  with  the  Bark:  and  if  the 
folids  Ihould  be  greatly  relaxed,  warm  chalybeates 
may  likewife  become  highly  advifeable.  Twelve 
draclitris  of  Bark  generally  fuffice  to  put  by  the  fit; 
afterwards  ten  or  twelve  dofes  more  fhould  be  taken 
to  prevent  a return.  « 

A variety  of  dilFerent  medicines  have  been  found 
to  fucceed  in  the  cure  of  intermittents,  though  the 
preference  has  been  given  to  the  Bark.  The  Vitrio- 
lum  Cjeruleum,  or  Roman  Vitriol,  will  often  fucceed 
extremely  well. . It  may  be  given  from  a grain  to  two 
iluring  the  intermiffion,  and  repeated  two,  three,  or 
four  times  in  twenty-four  hours.  See  No.  lo. 

Allum  has  likewife  been  recommended  for  this  in- 
tention. It  fliould  be  given  to  two  drachms  every 
morning,  with  twenty  or  thirty  grains  of  Nutmeg  or 
Snake-Root,  in  half  a pint  of  warm  Ale  or  Barley 
Water, 


Gf  the  Putrid  Malignant  Fever. 

caufes  of  a putrid,  malignant,  jail,  or  hofpital 
Fever,  are  fuch  as  can  affedt  the  blood  and  juices 
with  a putrid  or  putrefeent  acrimony.  Hence  the 
caufes  v.'hich  have  been  affigned,  pag.  20.  2i.  as  pro- 
ductive of  fuch  a ftate  of  the  fluids,  may  predifpofe  to 
a difeafe  of  this  kind — improper  food,  a moift  and 
warm  air,  exhalations  from  corrupting  animal  and 
' vegetable 
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veo-etable  fubftances,  or  infeflious  mafmata  from  dif- 
cafjd  bodies,  and  the  like. 

The  cordial  and  antifeptic  medicines  have  been 
found  to  fuccced  beft  in  the  cure ; but,  above  all,  the 
Peruvian  Bark,  Avith  the  warm  alexipharmics. 

The  following  preparation  has  been  recommended 
by  Dr.  Pringle  as  very  efficacious.

The  acute  Rheumatifm  is  to  be  remedied  by  a 
treatment  greatly  analagous  to  that  which  has  been 
recommended  in  the  acute  fever,  as  its  caufcs  and 
events  are  nearly  the  fame.

The  Small-Pox. 

TN  the  Small-Pox  we  may  remark  three  different 
ftages,  viz.  the  firff,  or  ftage  of  eruption  ; the 
(econd,  or  -ftage  of  fuppuration;  and  the  third,  the 
ftage  of  exficcation,  or  drying  away  of  the  puftules. 

In  the  firft  ftage  the  fymptoms  are  entirely  analo- 
gous to  thofe  in  a common  fever,  and  are  to  be  treated 
in  a ftmilar  manner:  hence  if  it  fhould  have  the  ap- 
pearance of  an  inflammatory  fever  it  is  to  be  treated 
by  evacuations  and  antiphlogiftics-  Vide  pag.  2,  3. 
If  of  the  low  or  nervous  fever,  then  with  ftimulants 
and  cordials.  Vide  Pag.  40.  41. 

The  whole  fecret  then  will  confift  in  a due  manage- 
ment '.of  the  vis  vitae  and  powers  of  nature,  and  after 
a few  days  the 'petechiae  will  appear,  and  critically 
folve  the  firft  fever. 


Some- 


Sometimes  a fever  of  the  malignant  kind  will 
accompany  the  Small-pox,  with  purple  petechiae, 
haemorrhages,  bloody  urine,  and  the  like.  In  this 
cafe,  the  aftringent  and  cordial  antifeptic  regimen  will 
be  necelTary;  the  bark  allum,  and’  mineral  acids. 

No.  41.  Decoftion  of  the  Bark  with  Snake-root, 
one  ounce  and  a half ;

The  indications,  in  the  fecond  ftage,  confift  in 
bringing  forward  the  puftules  to  maturation,  and 
quieting  and  compofmg  to  reft  the  patient.  7'he  firft 
can  only  be  effedled  by  the  powers  of  nature  duly 
moderated ; and,  to  compofe  the  patient,  the  opiate 
and  narcotic  medicines,  given  in  full  dofes,  will 
be  advifeable.  If  the  circulating  powers  ftiould 
be  too  much  excited,  antiphlogiftics  will  be  re-, 
quifite  ; but  if  the  powers  of  nature  fhould  flag,  the 
warm  cordial  ftimulants  will  be  neceflary.  A 
dccodtion  of  the  Bark,  with  fnake-root,  or  cordial 

Confection,  Saffron,  Camphor,  Blifters,  and  the 
like.

i Opiates,  in  full  dofes,  fhould  be  given  either  every 
bight,  ot  both  morning  and  evening,  according  to 
the  violence  of  the  difeafe,  and  reftleftnefs  of  the 
patient. 

In  the  third  ftage,  the  worft  and  mofl  dangerous 
fymptoms  come  on,  from  an  abforption  of  the  pu- 
rulent matter  into  the  habit ; whence  peripneumonies, 

phrenzies,  and  a variety  of  other  bad  fymptoms. 

The  grand  bufmefs  is  now  to  expel  the  purulent 
fomes  from  the  body ; for  which  purpofe,  the  diffe- 
rent emundtories  arc  to  be  let  open,  and  the  feveraJ 
excretions  promoted.  Gentle  purgatives  will  much 
avail,  and  become  by  all  means  neceflary.  Diuretics, 
I'uch  as  nitre,  and  lalt  of  amber,  will  be  of  fervice. 
Expedlorants,  as  lac  ammoniacum,  with  the  oxymel 
or  Syrup  of  Squills,  in  full  dofes ; nay  an  emetic 
of  ipecacuanha,  or  emetic  tartar,  will  frequently  be 
expedient. 

The  bliflering  plafter  fhould  be  applied  to  the  back 
and  extremities  ; and  bleeding,  if  the  pulfe  will  bear 
it,  may  be  ufeful,  to  palliate  the  fymptoms. 

As  the  patient  recovers,  three  or  four  dofes  of  gen- 
tle phyfic.  No,  4.  maybe  neceflary,  to  cxptl  from 
the  body  the  morbid  relicks^ 


Of 
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Of  the  Measles, 

The  Meafles  require  a treatment  greatly  anala- 
gous  to  the  fmall-pox^. — The  eruption  is  to  be 
promoted  in  the  fame  manner,  by  due  management 
of  the  febrile  impetus. 

The  moft  dangerous  fymptom  Is  a peripneumony,** 
or  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  which  frequently' 
fuperv'enes, — Blood-letting  becomes  in  this  cafe  9 
fovereign  remedy ; and  may  be  boldly  repeated,  ac- , 
cording  to  the  ftrength  of  the  pulfe,  and  urgency  of 
the  fymptoms — Gentle  cathartics  and  blifters,  after 
bleeding,  may  be  likewife  expedient ; under  fome  cir-* 
cumftances,  an  emetic  ; and  to  mitigate  the  cough, 
an  oily  opening  medicine. 

No.  42.  Pure  Water,  four  ounces ; 

V olatile  Salt  of  Hartihorn,  one  fcruple  ; 
Nitre,  half  a dram  ;

^JpHE  feat  of  a Head-Ach  is  various;  for  it  may  be 
either  in  the  encephalon,  i.  e.  the  contents  with- 
in-fide  the  cranium,  viz.  »the  dura  and  pia  mater,  and 
their  appendages,  &c.  or  it  may  be  external,  iji  the 
teguments  of  the  cranium,  viz.  the  fcalp,  and  the  peri- 
cranium; or  in  the  fubftance  of  the  bones  thenifelvcs. 

The  caufes  are  likewife  various,  and  may  depend 
cither  upon  a plethora,  an  inflammation,  or  too  en- 
creafed  a circulation;  a rheumatic,  intermittent,  or 
any  periodical  alFedfion ; a venereal  taint ; a nervous 
afFeeSlion,  /.  e.  a fpafmodic  cdntradlion  of  the  nervous 
fibrillae;  or  a foul  ftomach  alfo  often  produces  this 
complaint. 

The  Head-Ach,  proceeding  from  a plethora,  or  an 
inflammatory  caufe,  may  be  relieved  by  blood-lettings, 
and  lenient  purgatives. 

From  a rheumatifm,  by  anti-rheumatics.  See  Rheu- 
matifm.  The  warm  plaifter.  No.  40.  applied  to  the 
head,  clofe  fhayed,, avails  much. 

From  an  intermittent,  by  the  Bark  and  febrifuge 
medicines.  See  Intermittent  Fever. 

From  a venereal  taint,  by  mercurials  and  fudorific 
diet  drinks.  See  Lues  Venerea.

From  a liervous  afFecSiion,  by  antlfpafmodics.  See 
Nervous  Complaints.  The  Vitriolic  or  nitrous  ^ther, 

applied 
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applied  to  the  forehead,  is  often  ufeful ; fometimes  a 
blifter  to  the  head. 

And,  in  the  Head-Ach,  proceeding  from  a foul 
ftomach;  or  bilious  putrid  fordes  colledled  In  the 
prim£  vis,  an  emetic  of  Ipecacuanha,  with  gentle 
ftomach  purges,  will  bid  the  faireft  to  hicceed. 


Of  a Phrenitis. 

A PHRENSY,  or  Inflammation  of  the  Brain,  or 
A its  Coverings,  may  be  either  idiopathic  or  fymp- 
tomatic : idiopathic,  when  the  encephalon  is  primarily 
afFe£ted;  fymptomatic,  when  the  fuppurated  matter, 
the  confequence  of  the  inflammation,  fhould  have 
fallen  upon  fome  other  part  of  the  body,  and  after- 
wards, by  a metaftafis,  fhould  have  been  tranflated  to 
the  head. 

The  cure  may  be  underftood  from  what  has  been  ‘ 
already  obferved  concerning  inflammation  in  general. 
See  Inflammation.  ' Evacuations  and  antiphlogiftic 
medicines,  with  blifters  to  the  head,  and  ftimulating 
applications  to  the  feet,  will  bid  the  faireft  to  relieve. 

Under  fome  circumftances  opiates  may  be  advife- 
able;  and,  in  cafe  of  a fymptomatic  phrenfy,  a liberal 
ufc  of  blifters,  and  ftrongly  ftimulating  applications, 
finapifms,  and  the  like,  to  the  feet  and  extremities,  will 
be  requifite  and  necclTary.  ^ 
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Of  an  Apoplexy. 

^^HERE  may  be  three  fpecies  of  Apoplexies,  much 
varying  from  each  otlier,  both  as  to  their  caufes 
and  cure;  andthefeare  the  fanguineous,  the.pituitous, 
and  the  fpafmodic. 

The  fanguineous  Apoplexy  will  depend  upon  a 
compreffion  of  the  brain,  from  too  cncreafed  a quan- 
tity, or  too  denfe  a confidence,  of  the  blood;  or  from 
a rupture  of  a blood-vefl'el  effufmg  its  contents  into 
tlie  cranium. 

The  pituitous  Apoplexy  will  be  owing  to  a col- 
lection of  pituitous  humours  in  the  ventricles,  or  be- 
tween the  coverings  of  the  brain. 

And,  the  fpafmodic  Apoplexy  will  arlfe,  when,  from 
a convulfive  conftri£lion,  the  circulation  through  the 
veflels  and  finufles,  in  the  encephalon,  is  impeded,  and 
the  blood  is  collected  and  ftagnated  there. 

The  cure  of  the  fanguineous  Apoplexy  is  to  be 
attempted,  by  diminilhing  the  quantity  and  denfity  of 
the  circulating  fluids;  and  to  this  purpofe,  blood- 
lettings and  gentle  cooling  purgatives  will  be  moft 
conducive. — The  Volatile  Salts,  and  Blifters  to  the 
extremities,  after  copious  evacuations,  may  be  recom- 
mended  to  advantage. 

The  pituitous  Apoplex  y requires  a very  different 
treatment ; blood-letting  muft  either  be  entirely 

' omitted, 
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omitted,  or  very  fparingly  ufed ; as  the  intention  of 
cure  will  confift  in  attenuating  the  pituitous  lentor, 
promoting  its  abforption,  and  expelling  it  the  from 
body. 

The  ftronger  emetics,  and  warm,  fmart  purgatives 
will  be  advifcable,  with  fternutatories,  and  a liberid 
ufe  of  Blifters  to  the  head,  back,  and  extremities, 
and  finapifms,  or  ftrongly  ftimulating  applications  to 
the  feet. 

The  aromatic,  ftimiilating,  and  warm  cephalic 
and  nervous  medicines  ; fee  Convulftons  and  Spafms, 
Pag.  6,  7.  and  Spontatieous  Gluten^  Pag.  20,  21.  bid 
of  all  others  the  faireft  to  relieve.

Volatile  Tindlure  of  Valerian,  one 
ounce ; 

Syrup  of  Saffron,  fix  drachms.-— —Mix. 

When 
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When  the  fymptoms  are  relieved,  a large  fpoonful 
of  Muftard  Seed  may  be  fwallowed  morning  and 
evening ; and  the  ftomachick  purges  may  be  conti- 
nued for  fome  time,  to  prevent  a relapfe. 

^he  fpafmodic  Apoplexy  is  to  be  relieved,  by  re- 
laxing the  fpafm,  and  promoting  a free  circulation 
through  the  velTels  of  the  encephalon. — The  reme- 
dies recommended  for  the  relief  of  a pituitous 
Apoplexy  Avill  be  conducive  to  thefe  purpofes. 
Blood-letting,  if  neceflary;  afterwards  an  emetic, 
with  a blifter  to  the  head,  and  finapifms  to  the  feet, 
and  the  warm  nervous  remedies.  No.  47.  will  bid 
the  faireft  to  abfolve  the  intention. 


Of  a Palsy. 

■pARALYTIC  Complaints  may  be  dlflinguifhed 
in  a twofold  mamier.  The  Hemiplegia,  or 
general  Palfy,  in  which  one  whole  fide  is  affedled 
and  the  partial  Palfy,  in  which  only  a particular  part, 
organ,  or  member  is  difeafed. 

The  caufe  of  an  Hemiplegia  is  a compreflion  of 
the  nerves  at  their  origin,  in  the  brain  and  fpinal 
marrow  - hence,  moft  commonly  is  the  confequence 
of  a preceding  Apoplexy,  either  of  the  fanguineous 
or  the  pituitous  kind. 

The  partial  Palfy  will  be  owing  to  a compreflion, 
and  an  injury  done  to  the  nerves  of  any  particular 

I part. 
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part,  either  from  a humoral  tumor  of  the  adjacent 
parts,  an  exoftofis  of  the  bone,  or  a luxation,  and 
the  like  ; or,  it  may  arife  from  an  inflammatory  or 
rheumatic  affedlion,  induced  upon  the  coats  of  the 
nerves  from  catching , cold,  by  lying  upon  the  wet 
ground,  and  the  like ; or,  from  mineral  bodies,  an- 
timony, mercury,  arfenic,  lead,  See. 

The  cure  mull  vary  according  to  the  caufe. 

If  a Palfy  fliould  have  fuccee'ded  an  apoplexy,  tlie 
remedies  recommended  for  the  relief  of  apopledlic 
fymptoms  ,xvill  be  advifeable  ; principally  the  warm, 
nervous,  ftimulating  medicines,  with  bliflers  and 
linapifms. 

If  the  difeafe  fhould  be  owing  to  rheumatic  affec- 
tion; this,  of  all  other  fpecies  of  Palfy,  admits  the 
cafiefl:  of  a cure  : and,  by  treating  it  as  a rheuma- 
tifm,  is  moft  frequently  relieved. 

Blifters  and  Simulating  applications  to  the  parts 
affe<5i:cd,  with  the  attenuating,  heating  medicines 
internally,  will  be  neceflary  and  ufeful. 

No.  48.  Green  Ointment,  one  ounce  ; 

Oil  of  Amber,  one  dfachm  and  a half ; 

Oil  of  Vitriol,  one  drachm  ; 

Make  a liniment,  to  be  applied  to  tlie  part  affedled. 
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No.  4g.  Compound  Powder  of  arum,  two  fcmples ; 
Etherial  Spirits  of  Turpentine,  thirty 
drops ; 

Syrup  of  Ginger,  fufficient  to  make  a 
bolus;  ‘ 

To  be  taken  every  eight  hours,  drinking  after  each 
fix  fpoonfuls  of  the  following  infufion, 

Muftard  Seed, 

Horfe-Radifli,  each  one  ounce; 

Canella  Alba,  half  an  ounce  ; 

Lifbon  White-Wine,  one  pint ; 

Infufe  for  two  or  three  days,  and  ftrain  off. 

Decodlion  of  Peruvian  Bark,  two  ounces ; 
Volatile  Tindfure  of  Guaiacum,  one 
drachm ;

Antimonial  Wine,  two  fcruples  ; 

Mix  for  a draught,  to  be  taken  every  fix  hours. 

The  eledlrical  fhock  is  often  ferviceable  in  para- 
lytic cafes  ; perhaps  principally  in  this  fpecies  of  the 
difeafe.

The  cold  bath,  under  proper  circumftances,  has 
likewife  its  advantages. 

The  Palfy,  from  mineral  exhalations,  may  be 
attempted  by  the  warm,  nervous,  deobftruent  medi- 
cines, and  blifters  upon  or  near  the  part  affedled. 
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No.  50.  Balfam  of  Peru,  half  a drachm,  (diflblved 
in  the  Yolk  of  an  Egg) ; 

Spirituous  Cinnamon  Water; 

Pure  Water,  each  one  ounce  ; 

Volatile  Aromatic  Spirit; 

Syrup  of  Saffron,  each  one  drachm  ; 

Mix  for  a draught,  to  be  taken  thrice  a day. 

No.  51.  Milk  of  Ammoniac  ; 

, Spirituous  Cinnamon  Water,  each  four 
ounces ; 

Volatile  Foetid  Spirit,  three  drachms  ; 
Balfamic  Spirit,  fix  drachms  ; 

Mix,  and  take  three  or  four  fpoonfuls  twice  or  thrice 
a day. 

The  Stomachick  Purges,  No.  75.  will  be  ufeful, 
to  keep  open  the  belly ; which  in  this  cafe  is  abfo- 
lutely  necelfary. 

The  Bath  waters  have  fometimes  fucceeded,  when 
all  other  means  had  proved  inefFedlual. 
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Chorea  Sancti  Viti,  or  St.  Vitus’s  Dance. 

Chorea  San6ti  Viti  is  a convulfive  difeafe, 
to  which  children  are  principally  fubjedl. — ^Is 
probably  owing'  to  worms  ; at  leaft,  if  we  may  be 
allowed  to  form  any  judgment  from  the  great  advan- 
tages ■which  attend  the  ufe  of  anthelminthic  reme- 
dies. 

In  the  cure,  it  may  be  neceflary  to  premife  an  eme- 
tic of  Ipecacuanha ; or,  what  is  ftrll  better,  a grain 
or  two  of  V itriol  Coeruleum.  Afterwards, 

No.  52.  Mofaic  Gold,  one  fcruple  to  a drachm  ; 
Rhubarb,  four  grains  to  hall  a fcruple  ; 

Mix  for  a powder,  to  be  taken  morning  and  eveiv- 
ing. 

Or,  Filings  of  Tin,  half  a drachm  to  two 
drachms ; 

Conferve  of  Rue,  fulEcient  to  make  a 
bolus ; 

No.  53.  Tindlure  of  Soot,  one  ounce; 

From  thirty  drops  to  two  drachms,  to  be  taken  three 
or  four  times  a day  ; (in  any  agreeable  liquid.) 

If  the  difeafe  Ihould  not  yield  to  the  above,  the 
cold  bath  and  chalybeafies  will  moft  probably  efFedl  a 
cure. 
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Catalepsy, 

No4  54.  Powder  of  Ipecacuanha,  lialf  a fcrirple; 
Emetic  Tartar,  three  grains. 

Mix,  for  an  emetic  powder. 

Or,  Roman  Vitriol,  tw'-o  grains  j 
Pure  Water,  two  ounces 
Simple  Syrup,  one  drachm. 

Mix  for  an  emetic  draught. — To  be  taken  in  the 
morning. 

Blifters  ought  to  be  applied  to  the  fmall  of  the  back.

Bruifed  Horfe-Radifh, — each  half  an  ounce; 
Vinegar,  fufficient  to  make  a cataplafm, 
which'  muft  he  applied  to  the  foies  of

Spirituous  Cinnamon-Water,fevenounces. 
Add,  Volatile  Tindture  of  Valerian,  one  ounce. 

Mix,  and  take  two  table-fpoonfuls  every  three 
hours. 
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Of  the  Epilepsy. 

A N Epilepfy  may  be  either  hereditary,  idiopathic, 
or  I'ympathic. 

An  heriditary,  or  connate  Epilepfy,  admits  of  no  . 
cure. 

An  Idiopathic  Epilepfy,  which  for  the  moll  part  is 
owing  to  terror,  or  fudden  fright,  or  fome  other  vio- 
lent affection  of  the  mind,  may  be  fometimes,  though 
with  difficulty,  cured. 

A fympathic  Epilepfy  may  for  the  moft  part  be  foon 
and  eafily  remedied  by  removing  the  difeafe  which 
had  occafioned  it. 

In  epileptic  cafes  in  general  the  intentions  of  cure 
are  threefold. 

'I'o  avert  or  prevent  an  impending  paroxyfm. 

To  remove  or  fhorten  it  when  prelent. 

And,  to  guard  againft  a future  attack. 

In  plethoric  habits,  evacuations  and  antifpalijiodics, 
particularly  Muffi,  Nitre,  and  Opium,  may  be  necef- 
fary  to  ward  off  the  fitj  but  if  the  pulfe  fhould  be 
weak  and  low,  the  warm  nervous  medicines,  Caftor, 
Valerian,  Camphor,  the  Foetid  Gums,  the  Volatile 
Salts,  the  Foetid  Animal  Oil,  and  the  like,  in  full  and 
repeated  dofes,  will  be  expedient  and  ufeful. 
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No.  57.  Camphor, 

Nitre, 

Confedlion  of  Paulinus, — each  half  a 
fcruple; 

Simple  Syrup,  fufficicnt  to  make  a bolus. 

To  be  taken  every  fix  hours. 

Or,  Caftor,  one  fcruple; 

Oil  of  Hartfhorn,  fix  drops ; 

Confedlion  of  Paulinus,  half  a fcruple. 

Mix  for  a bolus.  '• 

Pure  Water,  fix  ounces; 

Tin(3:ure  of  Soot, 

Volatile  Tindlure  of  Valerian, — each  two 
drachms ; 

Syrup  of  Wild  Poppies,  half  an  ounce. 

Mix  for  a julep,  of  whicli  take  three  fpoonfuls  after 
the  above  bolus. 

To  remove  or  fhorten  an  epileptic  paroxyfm  the 
fame  methods  nearly  will  be  advifeable;  Mufk  and 
Opium,  with  the  nervous,  volatile,  foetid  medicines; 
Blifters  and  Sinapifms  will  bid  fair  to  be  of  fervice. 

T o obviate  a future  attack,  different  remedies  may 
be  required.  See  Convulfions,  Setons  in  the  neck, 
and  Blifters  upon  die  feveral  parts  of  the  body,  have 
been  found  ufeflil. 
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Emetics  occafionally  repeated  have  their  advantage. 
Perhaps  the  Vitriol  Caeruleum  may  be  preferable  to 
any  other : It  fhould  be  given  to  two  grains;  and  may 
be  repeated  every  morning.  Or,  if  it  fliould  not  be 
judged  proper  to  preferibe  the  Vitriol  in  fuch  dofes 
as  may  excite  vomiting,  the  powder  or  folution, 
No.  10,  may  be  taken  to  advantage,  as  a bracer  and 
ftrengthener.  • ' 

The  Peruvian  Bark  has  been  greatly  recommended 
as  an  antiepileptic,  and  often  proves  extremely  fer- 
viceable. 

No.  58.  Extradt  of  the  Bark,  one  drachm; 

• Roch  Allum, 

Virginian  Snake-Root, — each  fix  grains; 
Syrup^  of  Saffron,  fufficient  to  make  a 
bolus. — To  be  taken  thrice  a day. 

The.  cardamine,  or  lady’s  fmock,  has  been  pre- 
feribed  to  advantage,  and  may  be  taken  to  a drachm 
three  or  four  times  every  day. 

The  bracing  regimen,  under  fome  circumftances, 
may  be  advifeable  ; the  Cold  Bath,  Chalybeates,  and 
Exercife  of  Body. 

The  Wild  Valerian  Root  has  been  efteemed  a 
fpecific  in  this,  as  well  as  feveral  other  diforders  of 
the  head;  but  perhaps  experience  does  not  fufficiently 
warrant  its  efficacy.

TJje  Morbus  Hyjlericus^  AffhSlio  Hypochondriaca^  and 
' the  like. 

^“^KER-'E  arc  perhaps  no  dlfeafes  v/hich  aiTume 
a greater  variety  cf  fhapes  and  appearances 
than  thofe  w^hlch  arc  {tiled  nervous,  as  there  is  hardly 
a complaint  which  they  do  not  refemble. 

They  have  likewife  been  diftinguifned  by  a variety 
of  names.  In  women,  they  have  been  {tiled  Morbus 
Hyltericus.  The  fame  difeafe,  in  men,  lias  been 
called  ^ the  Afl'ectio  Hypochondriaca,  Melancholy, 
Low  SpiritediK“.%,  the  Hyp,  Spleen,  and  by  various 
Gtlier  appellations.  The  molt  fajhionahle  appellation 
at  prefent  is,  Enmii. 

Thefe  complaints,  in  general,  depend  upon  a re- 
laxation of  the  nervous  and  mufcular  fyttems,  and  aP 
irregular,  unequal  diftribution  of  the  nervous  in- 
fluence, exciting  Ipafmodic  contradtions  in  the  va- 
rious parts  of  the  body.  ^ , 

They  are  induced  by  every  caufe  vidiich  can  relax 
and  weaken  the  habit ; efpecially  if  the  mind  at  th.e  time 
fliould  be  attentively  engaged,  or  affected  by  any  par- 
ticular objedt;  as  this  will  greatl)'-- tend  to  the  relaxa- 
tion of  the  nervous  fyftem  in  general.  ^ 

F or  the  relief  of  nervous  fymptoms  there  are  two 
indications. 
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The  fird,  to  ftrengthen  and  confirm  the  i 
the  lolids,  and  habit  of  body  in  general.  1 

' The  feconci  will  confift  in  relieving  and  pa 
the  mofl:  urgent  fymptoms. 

The  regimen  necefiary  to  be  purfued  to  anfwer 
the  firft  indication  has  already  been  explained  under 
the  article  of  weakened  and  relaxed  folids.  Emetics 
of  Ipecacuanha,  or  Sal  Vitrioli,  with  the  Eomach 
purgersj  Chalybeates,  the  Bark,  Exercife  of  Body, 
the  Cold  Bath,  and  the  like,  feem  the  beft  calculated 
remedies. 

No.  5g.  Pill  cf  Rufus,  one  drachm ; 

Pill  with  the  Gums; 

Salt  of  Steel,  each  one  drachm  and  a half; 

Oil  of  Juniper,  twenty  drops  ; 

Syrup  of  Orange-Peel,  fufficient  to  make 
twelve  pills  of  each  drachm;  four  of 
' which  to  be  taken  morning  and  night. 

The  bitter  chalybeate  draught,  and  the  warm 
bolufles,  No.  g.  a.m  likewife  well  adapted  to  the  re- 
medy of  thefe  affections.  ' , ' • 

To  anfwer  tha  fecond  intention,  or  palliate  the 
fymptoms,  which  ail  appear  entirely  of  the  fpafmodic 
kind,  the  remedies  propofed  under  the  article  Convid- 
fions  and  Spafms  will  be  the  moft  advisable.  Opium, 
under  fome  circumflitiKcs,  cl.dms  the  firft  place; 
then  the  nervous,  cephalic,  or  antilpafmodic  medi- 
cines; the  Eartid  Ferulaceous  Gums,  Afl'afcetid,  Gal- 
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banum,  Sagapenum,  and  Myrrh,  Caftor,  Mufk,  Cam- 
phor, Valerian,  and  the  like;  by  which  a truce  may 
be  gained,  and  the  patient  often  perceives  a fudden  and 
imme;diate  relief. 


Inflammation  of  the  Eye. 

A Recent  Inflammation  of  the  Eye  is  to  be  remedied 
by  evacuations ; either  by  blood-letting,  by  ftools, 
or  by  blifters;  nitrous  cooling  medicines,  and  anodyne 
fomentations.  When  the  inflammation  is  abated,  and 
a relaxation  of  the  veflTels  only  remains,  a vitriolic 
collyrium  will  be  highly  ufeful,  to  contradt  and  brace 
up  the  veflTels. 

White  Vitriol,  fifteen  grains; 

Elder-Flower  Water,  two  ounces. 

Mix  for  an  eye- water. 

SometiiTes  an  Opthalmia  will  be  of  long  duration, 
and  then  depends  upon  other  caufes  than  thofe  of  in- 
flammation in  general ; and  thefe  for  the  moft  part  are 
eitlier  of  the  fcrofulous,\  venereal,  or  perhaps,  in  fome 
cafes,  of  the  rheumatic  kind. 

The  venereal  Opthajmia  is  to  be  remedied  by 
medicines  adapted  to  that  complaint  (fee  Lues  Vc- 
7ieria) ; but  the  opthalmia  from  a ftrumous  or  rheu- 
matic caufe  will  require  a medicine  which  can  in- 

I ■ ^ 
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vigorate'the  circulation,  and  attenuate  and  expel  the 
morbid  fomes.  The  Peruvian  Bark  greatly  conduces 
to  thefe  purpofes,  and  anfwers  almoft  every  intention 
of  cure. 

No.  6o.  Deco(£l:ion  of  Peruvian  Bark,  two  ounces; 
Volatile  Tin6ture  of  Guaiacum, 

Simple  Tindfure  of  the  Bark, — each  half 
a drachm; 

Syrup  of  Saffron,  one  drachm. 

Mix  for  a draught. — To  be  taken  every  fix  hours. 

Blifters,  fetons  and  ilTues,  have  likewife  their  ad- 
vantages. 


Amaurosis. 

^ I ''HE  Amauro/is,  or  Gutta  Serena,  is  a fpecies  of 
blindnefs,  which  owes  its  origin  to  a palfy  of  the 
optic  nerve.  This  again  will  depend  upon  an  ob- 
ftrudfion  or  comprcflion  of  the  nerve  from  a tumour, 
exoflofis,  or  the  like;  or  from  a rheumatic  afFedlion 
in  its  coats ; or  perhaps  fometimes  from  a relaxation. 

An  incipient  Amaurofis  maybe  often  relieved;  a 
confirmed  one  fcarcely  admits  of  a remedy.  Blood- 
letting, and  gentle  purges,  if  there  fliould  be  any 
fymptoms  of  fullnefs  or  inflammation,  may  be  ad- 
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. vireable.  Blifters  may  be  applied  to  tlie  head,  of  as  ^ 
near  as  poflible  to  the  afFedled  part. 

The  fternutatory,  No.  46.  fhoiild  be  fnufFed  up 
tlie  nofe  every  night  at  bed-time. 

» 

The  warm  nervous  medicines,  No.  47.  or  the 
anti-rheumatics,  No.  37.  may  be  taken  to  advantage. 
In  cafe  of  relaxation,  the  Bark  bids  fair  to  be  ufcful. 
As  an  external  application,  the  Hungary  Water,  to 
walli  the  eyes  with,  will  be  as  good  as  any  other. 


Angina. 

TN  the  beginning  of  an  inflammatory  Angina,  blood - 
letting  will  be  advifeable;  afterwards  the  Anti- 
monial  Powder,  No.  i.  or  a gentle  cathartic.  No.  4. 
A blifter  to  the  back  is  likewife  remarkably  ufeful. 

The  following  gargle  may  be  nfed  frequently: 

No.  61.  Pedforal  Decocfion  fev  cit  ounces  y 

Spirits  of  Sal  Ammoniac,  one  ounce. — Mix. 

To  the  throat  may  be  applied  the  Volatile  or  Cam- 
phorated Liniment,  No.  7.  or  the  Emollient  Cata- 
plafm.  No.  6. 

Sometimes,  after  the  inflammaticn  is  abated,  a re- 
laxation and  forenefs  may  ftill  remain  ^ an  ailringent 
gargarifm  in  this  cafe  foon  relieves. 
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Tin£lure  of  Red  Rofes,  half  a piiit ; 

Spirits  of  Vitriol,  thirty  drops; 

Honey  of  Rofes,  one  ounce. — Mix. 

If  the  iivdammation  fhould  advance  to  fuppuration, 
it  may  be  uleful  to  fcarify  the  affedted  parts,  to  dif- 
charge  the  matter.  Afterwards  the  throat  may  be 
waflied  with  a mixture  of  the  Pectoral  Decodlion  and 
Tincture  of  Myrrh. 

There  is  another  fpecies  of  fore  throat,  which  has 
been  called  the  malignant  or  ulcerated. 

This,  as  being  a fymptom  of  a putrid  or  malignant 
fever,  will  require  a treatme.nt  widely  different  from 
the  inflammatory  Ajigma.  In  fliort,  it  v/ill  be  necef-- 
fary  to  preferibe  as  in  the  putrid  fever;  and  as  this 
abates  the  {loughs  will  call  off  from  the  throat,  and  tlie 
ulcers  heal. 


Diseases  of  the  7'  h o r a x. 

Of  the  True  P e r i p n e u m o n y. 

Inflammation  of  the  Lungs  is  called  a Perip- 
neumony;  though  the  word  itfelf  may  fignify 
any  affedlions  of  the  lun^s. 

^ A 

It  frequently  happens  that  an  inflammation  of  this 
kind  {hall  extend  Itfelf  to  the  pleura  likewife,  and  then 

the 


the  difeafe  is  called  a Pleuro  Peripneumony,  as  being 
a compound  of  Pleurify  and  Peripneumony. 

The  true  Peripneumony,  as  all  other  inflamma- 
tions, is  terminated  in  a three  fold  manner — by  refo- 
lution,  fuppuration,  or  gangrene. 

To  refolve  the  inflammation,  blood-letting,  efpe- 
cially  in  the  beginning  of  the  difeafe,  becomes  alrnolf 
unexceptionably  ufeful,  and  lliould  be  repeated  ac- 
cording to  the  urgency  of  the  fymptoms  and  ftrengtli 
of  the  patient.  We  fhould,  however,  obferve,  that 
peripneumonic  affedlions  will  not  in  general  require 
fo  great  a lofs  of  blood  as  fome  other  inflammatory 
difeafes.  Hence  a great  deal  of  care  and  caution  is 
requifite;  and  indeed  if  the  pulfe  is  not  moderately 
full  and  ftrong,  we  ftiould  be  cautious  how  we  ex- 
hauft  the  vital  fluid. 

Glyfters,  or  lenient  purgatives,  to  keep  open  the 
belly,  will  in  mofl:  cafes  be  JiecelTary.  But  the  excre- 
tion to  which  the  greateft  attention  fhould  be  paid  is 
that  by  expedloration,  which,  if  copious,  well  con- 
codfed,  and  of  a yellow  colour,  efpecially  if  flreakeJ 
with  blood,  is  a mofl:  falutary  fign.  If  at  the  fame 
time  a fweat  fhould  break  out,  and  the  urine  let  fall  a 
copious  fediment,  we  may,  with  a great  deal  of  cer-  - 
tainty  pronounce  a recovery. 

Under  thefe  circumflances  we  fhould  be  cautious 
how  we  weaken  the  powers  of  nature,  by  bleeding  or 

purging, 
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purging,  left  we  fhould  retard  the  crifis,  and  impede 
the  operations  of  nature  in  her  falutary  work.  The 
following  draught  will  be  univerfally  ufeful.

No.  62.  Pure  Water,  fix  drachms  to  one  ounce ; 

Volatile  Salt  of  Hartftiorn,  half  a fcruple 
to  a fcruple ; 

Solution  of  Spermaceti,  half  a drachm; 

Balfamic  Syrup,  one  drachm. 

Mix  for  a draught. — T o be  taken  every  four,  five, 
or  fix  hours.  , 

If  the  fymptoms  of  inflammation  fhould  too  much 
prevail,  fifteen  grains,  or  one  fcruple,  of  Nitre  maybe 
added  to  the  above  draught ; on  the  contrary,  if  the 
expectoration  fhould  be  fuddenly  fupprelfed,  and  the 
powers  of  nature  fhould  flag  and  languifh,  the  Nitre 
fhould  be  omitted,  and  from  one  fcruple  to  a drachm 
of  Confectio  Cardiaca,  or  fome  other  ftimulating 
cordial,  muft  be  fubftituted  for  it. 

Blifters  to  the  fides  or  back,  particularly  the  pained 
part,  will  be  greatly  beneficial. 

The  fleams  of  warm  water  may  llkewife  be  drawn 
into  the  lungs,  and  emollient  fomentations  applied  to 
the  thorax.  The  aether  has  likewife  been  applied  to 
the  pained  part  with  adv'antage. 

If^e  inflammation  fhould  fuppurate,  a vomica  pul- 
mortum  will  enfue,  which  is  moft  frequently  fuccceded 
by  a pulmonary  confumption.

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Sometimes,  after  the  inflammation  Is  abated,  the 
lungs  having  been  weakened  by  the  difeafe,  and  the 
whole  habit  in  general  relaxed  by  the  medicines  and 
evacuations,  a Peripneumonia  Notha  will  fucceed  to 
the  True  Peripneumony,  in  which  cafe  the  remedies 
to  be  recommended  under  that  article  will  become  by 
all  means  advifeable. 


Pleuritis  <7«r/ Paraphrenitis. 

^T^HE  cure  of  the  Pleuritis  and  Paraphrenitis,  oP 
Inflammation  of  the  Pleura  and  Diaphragm,  may 
be  readily  underftood  from  what  has  been  obferved 
concerning  inflammation  in  general,  as  no  feparate  or 
particular  treatment  will  be  required. 

Evacuations  of  blood  and  by  ftool,  the  Antimonlal 
Powder,  the  Saline  Draught,  with  Nitre,  and,  when 
the  pulfe  is  lowered,  the  Salt  of  Hartihorn  in  full 
dofes,  with  blifters  and  fomentations  to,  or  as  near 
as  poflible  to  the  afFedfed  parts,  will  anfwer  every 
intention  of  cure.. 
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Peripneumonia  Notha. 

HE  Peripneumonia  Notha,  the  Baftard  Perip- 


neumony,  or  Humoural  Afthma,  is  a difeafe  of 
a very  different  and  oppofite  nature  to  the  true. 

Has  its  origin  from  a weakened  and  relaxed  Hate 
of  the  veffels  of  the  lungs,  and  a pituitous  lentor,  or 
glutinous  difpofition  of  the  fluids  ftagnating  in,  and 
obfl:ru6ting  the  veffels  and  glandular  follicules ; and 
hence  the  caufes,  which  have  been  before  afligned  as 
produ£live  of  too  vifcid  a ftate  of  the  fluids,  will  like-  . 
wife  prove  the  antecedents  to  this  difeafe,  efpecially  if 
the  cutaneous  perfpiration  fhould  be  fuppreffed  either 
by  the  winter’s  cold,  or  any  other  occafional  caufe. 

The  indications  of  cure  will  confift  in  attenuating 
and  expelling  the  pituitous  colluvies,  and  flrengthen- 
ing  the  habit  in  general,  and  lungs  in  particular,  to 
prevent  a relapfe. 

To  anfwer  thefe  intentions,  the  remedies  recom- 
mended for  the  cure  of  a fpontaneous  gluten,  or  a 
pituitous  lentor  in  the  veflels  and  vifcera,  will  be  moft 
advifeable,  as  the  caufes  of  a Peripneumonia  Notha 
are  analagous  to  thofe  which  have  been  recited  as 
giving  rife  to  a glutinous  vifcidity,  and  the  cure  con- 
fequently  the  fame. 

* 

Emetics  and  gentle  ftomach  purgers  fliould  feem 
univerfally  ufcful. 
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Blifters  are  llkewife  gready  ferviceable,  both  from 
their  ftimulus  and  difcharge. 

The  attenuating,  ftimulating  medicines  will  belt 
lucceed  as  expedlorants. 

No.  63.  Volatile  Salt  of  Hartfliorn,  half  a fcruple; 
Lemon  juice,  three  drachms  ; 

Spirituous  Cinnamon- Water,  one  ounce 
and  two  drachms ; 

Volatile  Fcetid  Spirit,  one  drachm; 

Syrup  of- Squills,  one  drachm  and  a half. 

Mix  for  a draught. — To  be  taken  every  fix  hours. 

Or,  Ammoniac  Milk,  one  ounce; 

Spirituous  Cinnamon- Water,  fix  drachms ; 
Solution  of  Spermaceti,  one  fcruple ; 
Volatile  Salt  of  Hartfhorn,  half  a fcruple; 
Oxymell  of  Squills,  one  drachm  and 
a half;

No.  65.  Prepared  Hoglice,  three  drachms ; 

Gurn  Ammoniac,  one  drachm  and  a half; 

Flowers  of  Benjamin,  one  drachm; 

Extradl  of  Saffron, 

Balfam  of  Peru, — each  fifteen  grains ; 

Balfam  of  fulphur,  fufficient  to  make  in 
the  proportion  of  twelve  pills  to  a 
drachm ; four  of  which  to  be  taken 
every  morning  and  evening. 

Muftard  whey,  as  common  drink,  may  be  proper, 
or  a decodlion  of  the  Madder  Root,  which  is  an  at- 
tenuant  and  expedlorant,  is  a medicine  exceeded  by 
few. 
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No.  66.  Madder,  one  ounce  ; 

Mace,  two  drachms. 

Make  a decodlion  in  a fufficient  quantity  of  Watei', 
to  ftrain  off  about  one  quart. 

Add,  Aromatic  Tincture,  two  drachms  ; , 

Syrup  of  Lemon,  two  ounces. 

Make  an  apozcm,  of  which  four  ounces  may  be 
taken  three  or  four  times  a day. 

Opiates  will  be  advifeable  if  the  cough  fhould  be 
importunate;  if  the  expedloration  fhould  be  free  and 
eafy,  there  can  be  no  objection  to  their  liberal  ufe; 
but  if  tlie  expedtorated  phlegm  fhould  be  tough  and 
glewy,  they  muft  be  more  cautioufly  prefcribed. 
The  Elixir  Paregoric  is  as  good  a preparation  as 
any,  and  may  be  taken  in  a full  dofe  at  night  at  bed- 
time. When  the  expedtoration  is  become  free  and 
cafy,  and  the  difficulty  of  breathing,  relieved,  it  will 
become  neceffary  to  attempt  to  ffrengthen  the  lungs, 
to  compleat  tlie  cure,  and  prevent  a relapfe. 

The  fumes  of  Benjamin  from  the  powder  thrown 
upon  a hot  heater,  and  received  into  the  lungs,  may  be 
uieful  for  this  intention.  The  natural  balfams  in  ge- 
neral will  be  advifeable;  but  above  all,  die  Peruvian 
Bark,  which  perhaps  for  this  purpofe  exceeds  every 
other  medicine. 

No.  67.  Peruvian  Bark  in  powder,  one  ounce; 

Balfam  of  I'olu,  one  drachm  and  a half ; 

Make 
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Make  a decotSlion  in  a pint  and  a half  of  Water, 
and  reduce  it  to  a pint. 

Add,  Syrup  of  Lemon,  one  ounce. 

Mix,  and  take  two  or  three  ounces,  three  or  four 
times  a day. 

The  ftomach  purgers,  chalybeate  waters,  and 
bracing  medicines,  may  likewife  be  infifted  on,  to 
confirm  the  tone  of  the  primse  viae  and  habit  in  ge- 
neral. 

Sometimes  a difficulty  of  breathing  may  arife  from 
other  caufes  than  an  infardlion  of  the  lungs  by  pitul- 
tous  humours.  The  difeafe  has  then  obtained  the 
name  of  the  Dry  Afthma.  The  moft  frequent  caufc 
of  this  complaint  is  a fpafmodic  or  convulfive  affedlion, 
from  too  irritable  a ftate  of  the  lungs ; though  fome- 
times  it  may  depend  upon  a compreffion  of  the  lungs, 
from  water  colle61:ed  in  the  cavity  of  the  thorax,  or  a 
ftraitnefs  of  this  from  any  other  caufe,  as  flatulencies 
of  the  ftomach,  aiid  the  like. 

The  antifpafmodics,  fuch  as  AlTafoetida,  and  the 
like,  with  the  volatiles,  feem  beft  calculated  to  re- 
lieve in  the  fit;  afterwards  a decoction  of  the  Bark, 
exercife  in  the  country  air,  and  ftrengthening  medi- 
cines, to  prevent  a return.  If  it  fliould  depend  upon 
a compreffion  of  the  lungs,  from  water,  or  any  other 
external  caufe,  this  ftiould  firft  be  removed,  and 
afterwards  the  offedts  will  ceafe. 
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On  the  Pulmonary  CoNSUMPTiorl. 

The  caufes  produ6tive  of  a Pulmonary  Confump- 
tion,  or  ulcerated  lungs,  are  in  general  as 
follow :

An  empyema,  or  colledlion  of  matter  In  the  cavity 
of  the  thorax. 

A fuppurated  peripneumony.

A catarrh,  or  negledled  cough. 

In  an  hasmoptoe,  in  cafe  of  a plethora,  blood- 
letting may  be  proper;  but  if  the  puKe  fhould  be 
quick  and  weak,  it  muft  be  omitted.  Afterwards, 

No.  68.  Storax  Pills,  of  fix  grains; 

• ' Balfamic  Syrup,  fufficient  to  make  a bolus. 

'I'o  be  taken  every  night  at  bed-time. 

No.  69.  Nitre,"  fifteen  grains  ; 

Powder  of  Tragacanth,  half  a drachm. 

Mix  for  a powder. — T o be  taken  every  fix  hours, 
with  fix  fpoonfuk  of  Common  Emulfion  afterwards.

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No.  70.  Tinfture  of  Rofes,  one  pint, 

Thebaic  Tindlure,  twelve  drops. 

Mix,  and  ufe  freely,  or  for  a common  drink. 

If  thefe  fhould  not  fufHce  to  check  the  flux,  fifty  of 
fixty  drops  of  the  Tindt.  Saturnina  may  be  given 
every  three,  four,  or  fix  hours. 

When  the  Haemoptoe  is  Hopped,  to  complete  the 
cure,  a decodtion  of  t|ie  Bark,  with  proper  balfamics, 
and  the  country  air,  may  to  great  advantage  be  in- 
fifted  on. 

No.  71.  Decodtion  of  the  Bark,  with 

Balfam  of  Tolu,  (No.  67)  half  a pint; 
Paregoric  Elixir, 

Syrup  of  Saffron, — each  half  an  ounce. 

Mix,  and  take  four  or  fix  fpoonfuls  three  or  four 
times  a day. 

No.  72.  Ammoniac  Milk, 

Spirituous  Cinnamon- Water, — each  four 
ounces  j 

Spermaceti,  two  drachms ; 

Balfamic  Syrup,  fix  drachms. 

Mix,  and  take  three  fpoonfuls  morning  and  evening. 

Fuller’s  balfamic  pill  may  be  fubftituted  for,  or 
joined  with  the  ammoniac  mixture.

The  Briftol  waters  have  been  likewise  greatly  re- 
Gommended  in  an  alFedlion  of  this  kind. 

In  the  empyema  it  will  be  neceflary  to  difchargc 
tlie  confined  matter  by  the  operation;  afterwards  the 
Bark,  witli  medicines  of  the  balfatnic  kind,  a proper 
light  diet,  and  gentle  opiates,  if  the  cough  fliould  be 
troublefome,  will  bid  as  fair  as  any  thing,  when  the 
matter  has  been  difcharged,  to  promote  tlie  cure. 

When  a peripneumony  terminates  by  fuppuration, 
the  firft  intention  muft  be  to  burft  tlie  abfeefs,  and 
difeharge  the  matter.  A fudden  fliock  may  effect 
this:  hence,  by  the  adtion  of  vomiting,  coughing, 
fneezing,  and  the  like,  the  dellgn  may  fTe<|uently  be 
attained, 

I 

If  the  matter  fliould  be  difcharged  into  the  cavity 
of  the  thorax  it  is  to  be  treated  as  an  empyema ; but 
if  the  vomica  fhould  bur  ft,  and  difehaj-ge'  itfelf  into 
the  trachea,  its  contents  will  be  expelled  by  the 
mouth.  In  this  cafe  medicines  of  the  detergent  and 
ballarnic  kind  may  be  ufeful,  to  promote  the  expec- 
toration, and  bring  on  a dilpofition  to  heal;  after- 
wards the  Bark,  and  a milk,  or  other  light  diet,  with 
exercife  on  horfeback,  and  the  country  air,  will  bid 
the.  faireft  to  complete  the  cure.  ' 

A Scrofulous  Affeilion  in  the  lungs  will  require  a 
treatment  analogous  to  that  which  is  recommended  in 
difeafes  of  this  kind  in  general.  See  Scrofula.  An 
expreffion  of  the  millipedes,  the  balfamic  pill,  an  iti'r 

* fufion. 
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fufion  of  the  Madder  Root,  a deco£tlon  of  the  Bark, 
exercife  and  air,  and  under  fome  circumftance,  chaly- 
beate waters,  with  a perpetual  blifter,  or  iffues,  and 
gentle  opiates,  to  palliate  the  cough,  will  be  the  mcft 
advifeable  remedies. 

We  are  next  to  examine  the  treatment  of  the 
"Catarrh,  or  Cough,  from  taking  of  cold. 

And  here  /die  method  of  cure  muft.vary  according 
to  the  different  fymptoms  and  ftages  of  tlie  difeafe.  - 

In  a recent  Cough,  if  the  pulfe  fliould  be  full  and 
ftrong,  and  the  patient  plethoric,  and  troubled  with 
a pain  in  the  breaft  or  fide,  or  if  the  fever  fhould  run 
too  high,  a little  blood  may  be  drawn  to  advantage, 
and  repeated  as  occafion  may  require. 

But  the  great  intention  of  cure  will  confift  in  ex- 
pelling the  caufe  of  the  difeafe,  by  promoting  a gentle 
diaphorefis,  and  allaying  the  irritation  in  the  lungs. 
The  Antknonial  Powder,  No.  i.  the  Fixed  and  Vo- 
latile Alcaline  Salts,  neutralized  with  Lemon  Juice, 
with  warm  diluting  liquors,  will  well 'tend  to  divert 
the  humours  to  the  fkin,  and  opiates,  with  medicines 
of  the  incraflating,  oily,  invifcating  kinds,  will  allay 
the  irritation.  ^ 

No.  73.  Volatile  Salt  of  Hartfhorn,  half  a fcruple; 

Lemon  Juice,  Arce  drachms  j. 

Pure  Water,  one  ounce; 
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Spirituous  Cinnamon-Water,  one  drachm  j 

Solution  of  Spermaceti,  half  a drachm ; 

Thebaic  Tindiure,  five  drops  to  ten; 

Balfamic  Syrup,  one  drachm. 

Mix  for  a draught. — To  be  taken  every  fix  hours. 

Powder  of  Tragacanth,  half  a drachm  j

Lenient  purgatives  and  blifters  to  the  back  may 
fometimes  prove  ufeful,  to  divert  from  the  lungs,  and 
evacuate  the  acrimonious  fluids. 

The  methods  above  recommended  will  for  the 
moft  part  fuccced  in  a recent  cough;  but  if  the  dif- 
eafe  Ihould  have  been  of  any  Handing,  a different 
manner  of  treatment  will  be  required ; for  the  lungs 
having  been  weakened  by  the  difeafe,  and  tubercles 
or  fuppurations  beginning  to  form,  medicines  of  the 
gently  ftimulating  and  flrengthening  kinds  will  now 

avail 
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avail  the  moft.  In  fhort,  the  remedies  which  have 
been  before  recommended  for  the  relief  of  a Perip- 
neumonia Notha,  will  in  general  be  ufeful  here,  as 
the  indications  of  cure  are  nearly  fimilar.  The  Bal- 
famic  Pill,  an  ExprelHon  of  Millipedes,  the  Lac 
Ammoniacum;  the  warm,  natural  balfams,  the  Bal- 
fams  of  Gilead,  of  Tolu,  of  Peru,  of  Capivi,  Flowers 
of  Benjamin,  and  the  like. 

We  have  hitherto  been  examining  the  treatment  of 
the  feveral  affeflions  v/hich  give  rife  to  ulcerated 
lungs;  we  are  next  to  enquire  into  the  moft  likely 
metiiods  of  relief  when  the  difeafe  is  confirmed;  but 
here  we  fhall  be  very  often  foiled  in  our  expe£fations 
of  a cure ; as  it  too  frequently  happens,  in  thefe  cafes, 
that  the  very  beft  remedies  will  prove  inefFedfual. 
Our  attempts  however  fhould  be  diredfed  to  heal  the 
ulceration ; to  guard  and  defend  the  blood  againft  the 
purulent  infeftion,  and  palliate  the  moft  urgent 
lymptoms. 

The  two  firft  intentions  are  to  be  anfwered  by 
remedies  nearly  fimilar : balfamics  of  different  kinds ; 
the  natural  and  artificial  balfams;  in  particular  the 
Balfamic  Pill;  an  Exprellion  of  the  Millipedes;  the 
Bark;  an  eafily  digefted,  nutritious,  antiputrefeent 
diet,  as  Milk,  Whey,  and  the  like,  with  a pure,  dry 
air,  will  promife  the  faireft. 

The  feveral  fymptoms  are  to  be  palliated  by  dif- 
ferent  methods : the  cough  is  beft  relieved  by  opiates, 

which. 
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which,  in  confumptive  cafes  it  is  pften  neceffary  to 

prefcribe  very  freely;  as  by  quieting  the  irritation 

and  cough  they  will  prevent  the  lungs  from  being 

flrained,  and  the  ulcer  from  a further  diftradlion. 

/ 

In  cafe  of  a forenefs  in  the  cheft  or  ftomach,  emul- 
fions,  with  Spermaceti,  or  Oil  of  Almonds,  may  be 
ufeful ; otherwifc,  as  they  relax  the  ftomach  and  pall 
the  appetite,  the  oily  medicines  will  be  rather  pre- 
judicial. 

The  hectical  febrile  paroxyfms  wHI  not  be  removed 
fo  long  as  the  purulent  fomes  continues  to  be  ab- 
forbed  into  the  circulation.  The  Bark,  either  in 
fubftance  or  decoction,  bids  the  faireft  of  any  other 
medicine  to  relieve,  and  may  be  taken  freely  between 
the  fits.  The  Briftol  waters  have  been  recom- 
mended, and  the  vegetable  and  mineral  acids,  as  anti- 
feptics  and  coolers,  will  be  agreeable  and  ufeful. 

The  night  fweats  are  to  be  attempted  by  medicines 
of  the  bracing  and  aftringent  kinds;  fuch  are  the 
Bark,  with  Elixir  of  Vitriol,  Allum,  the  Blue  Vitriol, 
in  very  fmall  dofes,  the  Teftacea,  tlie  Tindlura  Sa- 
turnina,  and  the  like. 

' The  Diarrhea,  which  happens  in  the  laft  ftage  of 
a Confumption,  is  rarely  to  be  remedied;  for  as  it 
depends  upon  a. determination  of  the  purulent  fomes 
to  the  inteftines,  without  that,  as  the  caufe,  could 
be  cut  off,  the  effe6l  will  fcarcely  ceafe.  We  may 
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obferve,  that  the  he6tical  heats  and  colliquative  fweats 
•are  for  the  moft  part  abated  by  the  purging;  and 
when  this  is  checked  the  others  will  return  with  re- 
■doubled  violence.  ' Hence,  if  we  attempt  to  ftop  the 
purging  we  fhall  increafe  the  heifical  fymptoms ; on 
the  other  hand,  if  the  purging  fhould  continue,  it  will 
greatly  weaken  and  exhauft  the  patient,  and  haften 
him  to  his  end.  Xo  abate,  however,  of  its  vio- 
lence, medicines  of  the  opiate,  incraflating,  and  aftrin- 
gent  kinds  will  be  requifite;  fuch  are  the  Pulv- 
Siiccin.  Pulv.  e Tragacanth,  Pulv.  e Bolo  Comp, 
cum  Opio;  Decodfions  and  Extradl  of  Logwood; 
the  Teftacea,  the  Nevelholt,  and  Tilbury  Waters, 
and  the  like;  but  as  it  is  hardly  to  be  {lopped  witlr- 
out  being  fucceeded  by  the  worft  fymptoms,  we  may 
elleem  it  for  the  moft  part  the  forerunner  of  a diffo- 
lution. 

A he£lical  fever,  from  any  other  caufe  than  ulce- 
rated lungs,  will  require  nearly  the  fame  treatment. 
The  great  indication  of  cure  will  confift  in  procuring 
a free  difeharge  for  the  confined  matter.  The  fymp- 
toms may  be  palliated  as  above-mentioned.  The 
Bark  in  particular  will  of  all  odiers  medicines  tha 
xnoft  avail. 
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Diseases  of  the  Stomach. 

Of  a Depraved  Appetite  and  Indigestion'. 

A Want  of  Appetite  may  proceed  either  from  a 
fault  in  the  ftomach,  or  in  the  humours  fe- 
parated  and  contained  in  it. 

A relaxed  ftate  of  the  ftomach,  and  an  original  or 
acquired  weak  texture  of  its  fibres,  is  often  the  caufe 
of  a Depraved  Appetite,  and  an  impeded  expulfion  of 
the  aliments  into  the  inteftines. 

In  thefe  cafes  phlegm  generally  abounds;  which 
blunts  the  irritation  that  produces  hunger.  Acidi- 
ties will  be  generated,  v/ith  cardialgiae,  naufeas,  flatu- 
lencies, and  the  like. 

The  humours  contained  or  feparated  in  the  fto- 
mach deprave  the  appetite  w'hen  either  from  an  op- 
prefling vifcidity,  or  pungent  acrimony,  they  afford 
a dilagreeable  or  painful  fenfation:  thus  glutinous 
pituitous  humours,  loading  the  flomach,  adhering  to 
its  fides,  or  fludtuating  in  its  cavity;  or  putrid  and 
bilious  humours,  lodging  in  the  primae  viae,  will 
lefibn  the  appetite  , and  diminifh  the  defire  for  food. 

Another  particular  fpecies  of  a Depraved  Appetite, 
;md  w'ant  of  digeftion,  will  aiife  from  a continual 
ufe  of  fpi^ituous  liquors,  which  will  at  length  give 
a rigid  contrailion  and  a callous  inlenfibility  to  the 
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' coats  of  the  ftomach ; whence  Innumerable  and  often 
irremediable  complaints. 

When  a want  of  appetite  is  owing  to  a relaxation 
of  the  . ftomach,  fuch  medicines  are  required  which, 
by  their  aftringency,  may  gradually  brace  it  up,  and, 
by  their  warmtli,  encreafe  the  contradlion  of  its  muf- 
cidar  coats:  but  as  in  general  the  primas  viae  are 
loaded  with  pituitous  colluvies',  it  will  be  expedient 
firft  to  cleanfe  and  deterge  the  ftomach  by  emetics, 
and  the  gentle  ftomach  purgers. 

No.  75.  Take  one  ounce  of  Ipecacuanha  Wine  in 
the  morning  falling;  drink  afterwards  an  infufion  of 
Horfe-Radilh  Roat  until  vomiting  be  excited. 

Or,  Salt  of  Vitriol,  one  fcruple ; 

Pure  Water,  two  ounces  and  a half; 

Syrup  of  Balfam,  one  drachm. 

Mix  for  a draught.-— To  be  taken  as  above. 

No.  76.  Sacred  Tincture,  four  ounces ; 

Spirits  of  Lavender,  three  drachms.

The  Depraved  Appetite,  and  other  fymptoms 
which  fupervene  from  too  free  an  indulgence  in  fpiri- 
tuous  liquors,  is  in  many  cafes,  from  its  own  nature, 
incurable ; and  is  always  more  apt  to  prove  fo,  as 
fuch  perfons  feldom  quit  that  habit  when  they  have 
for  any  length  of  time  purfued  it.  The  Bath  waters 
are  particularly  ferviceable  in  this  cafe,  elpecially 
when  aflifted  by  the  nervous  attenuating  gums,  in- 
fufions  of  aromatic  bitters  in  water,  and  mild  aloetic 
purgatives;  as  palliatives, — opiates,  joined  with  the- 
moft  agreeable  aromatics,  will  fucceed  the  beft,  as 
they  tend  in  fome  meafure  to  produce  the  effefts,  and 
anfwer  the  purpofes  of  the  fpirituous  liquors  they 
have  been  accuftomed  to. 
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Of  the  Cholera  Morbus. 

HE  Cholera  Morbus  is  a difeafe  which  arifes 


***“  from  an  acrimonious  bile,  thrown  out  from  the 
liver  and  gall  bladder  into  the  duodenum,  a part  of 
which  -regurgitating  into  the  ftomach  will  excite  a 
fevere  ficknefs  and  ^vomiting ; the  remainder  being 
determined  into  the  inteftines,  will  bring  on  a purg- 
ing, with  pain,  inflation,  and  diftenflon  of  the  belly; 
thirft,  heat,  and  anxiety,  and  many  more  and  dangerous 
fymptoms. 

The  intentions  of  cure  will  confift  in  diluting  and 
ex,pelling  the  acrid  bile,  and  palliating  the  moft  urgent 
fymptoms. 

The  firft  intention  may  be  anfwered  by  diluting 
drinks,  taken  in  large  quantities;  fuch  as  a decodlion 
of  a cruft  of  bread,  water-gruel,  chicken  or  any  other 
thin  broth,  and  the  like;  and  if  at  the  fame  time  a 
vomiting  fliould  be  excited,  the  bile  may  be  both 
diluted  and  expelled. 

. -To  palliate  the  fymptoms,  opiates,  efpecially  if 
Joined  with  gentle  cathartics,  will  moft  avail. 

No.  78.  Rhubarb,  ten  grains; 

Thebaic  Tindlure,  twenty  drops. 

Mix  for  a bolus. — To  be  repeated  as  the  cafe  may 


require. 
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No.  79-  Salt  of  Wormwood,  onefcruple;

Cardialgia,  and  other  Pains  In  the  Stomach. 


HE  Cardialgia,  or  Heart-burn,  has  its  origin 


from  an  acid  acrimony  in  the  ftomach,  irritating 
its  fibres,  and  exciting  pain;  hence  the  caufes  and 
cure  are  entirely  fimilar  to  thofe  of  the  acid  acrimony 
treated  of  in  page  22. 

There  are  other  fpecies  of  pain,  whofe  feat  appears 
to  be  in  the  ftomach,  which  depend  upon  other  and 
very  different  caufes  ; and  thefe  for  the  moft  part  are 
either  of  the  fpafmodic,  rheumatic,  gouty,  or  periodi- . 
cal  kinds. 

A fpafmodic  affeilion  is  to  be  remedied  by  the  ■■ 
anti-fpafmodic  medicines,  amongft  which  opium  claims 
the  firft  place.  The  warm,  cordial,  and  aromatic 
remedies  are  likewife  extremely  advifeable.

The  gout  in  the  ftomach  will  require  a regimen 
fimilar  to  that  above-mentioned  in  the  rheumatifm. 
The  warm,  heating  medicines  will  beft  anfwer  the 
intention. 

It  will  be  necefiary,  in  all  the  above  cafes,  to  keep 
the  body  open,  by  the  warm  ftomach  purgers.

Diseases  of  the  Intestines. 

Diarrhea,  Dysentery,  and  Tenesmus, 

t 

DIarrhaea,  or  Purging,  and  a D^entery,  which 
we  may  diftinguifli  from  the  Diarrhaea  by  the 
gripings  and  pain  with  which* it  is  attended,  may 
arife  from  any  caufe  which  can  irritate  and  ftimulate 
the  inteftines  to  excretion. 

Sometimes  it  will  appear  as  the  fymptom  of  a fever; 
at  others  will  be  owing  to  acrid,  putrid,  bilious  fordes 
collefted  in  the  primae  vise,  or  fomething  noxious  to 
be  expelled  the  circulation.  Frequently  alfo  from  an 
obftrudled  perfpiration  a purging  has  enfued;  and 
indeed  in  moft  Diarrhseas,  the  chronic  ones  in  parti- 
cular, the  fkin  is  generally  dry,  and  perfpiration  very 
little.  A periodical  caufe  has  likewife  often  given 
rife  to  a Dyfentery;  and  fometimes  it  has  happened 
from  ulcers  or  tumours  in  the  inteftines. 


If 
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If  a Diarrhsea  fliould  come  on  as  the'fymptom  of 
a fever,  it  may  be  relieved  by  the  methods  recom- 
mended in  fevers.  , 

If  it  fhould  be  owing  to  acrid,  putrid,  or  bilious 
fordes,  it  will  be  necelTary  to  expel  by  the  fhorteft 
method  the  irritating  fomes  For  this  purpofe,  an 
emetic>  of  Ipecacuanha,  and  afterwards  a purgative 
with  Rhubarb  will  be  expedient  and  advifeable.

Aromatic  Species,  three  grains;

When  a purging  fucceeds  to  an  obftrudled  per- 
fpiration,  the  flow  of  humours  fhould  be  diverted 
from  the  inteftines  to  the  fkin ; the  irritation  abated, 
and  the  mouths  of  the  veffels,  which  throw  out  their 
contents  into  the  cavity  of  the  guts,  contradled  and 
clofed. 

Small  dofes  of  Ipecacuhana  given  at  night,  at  bed-

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medicines  of  the  opiate,  aftringent  kind  will  allay  the 
irritation,  and  prevent  too  great  a fecretion  from  the 
exhaling  veflels.

In  the  Chronic  Diarrhoea,  or  Purging  of  long 
duration,  the  above  method,  efpecially  if  joined  to 
exercife  on  horfebaclc,  will  moft  frequently  relieve. 
I'he  Ipecacuhana  bolus,  No.  82.  will  much  avail; 
even  the  Rhubarb  bolus,  No.  8r.  will  tend  to 
ftrengthen  the  inteftines,  and  check  the  flux. 

When  the  Purging  is  abated,  the  Bark,  v/cll 
guarded  with  aromatics  and  opiates,  will  bid  fair  to 
ftrengthen  the  habit,  and  prevent  a relapfe. 

No.  84.  Peruvian  Bark  in  powder,  one  drachm ; 
Spirituous  Cinnamon-Water,

A Periodical  Dyfentery  will  require  a treatment 
fimilar  to  an  intermitting  fever ; the  Bark,  with 
opiates,  will  generally  eftetft  a cure.  It  may  be  ad- 
vifeable  to  premife  a vomit,  and  a purge,  with  rhu- 
• barb. 
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barb  to  its  ufe ; and  if  the  ftomach  fliould  not  bear  a 
fufficient  quantity  of  the  medicine,  it  may  to  advan- 
tage be  thrown  up  by  the  anus  glyfterwife.

If  an  excoriation,  or  ulceration,  fliould  have  givert 
rife  to  a complaint  of  this  kind,  gentle  purges,  with 
Rhubarb  and  Opium,  and  balfamic  medicines;  the 
Balfam.  Peruv.  Locatelli,  and  the  like,  with  the 
Peruvian  Bark,  may  relieve;  but  if  a cancerous  tu- 
mour in  the  redlum,  which  is  fometimes  the  cafe, 
fhould  be  the  caufe,  the  palliative  cure  is  the  only  one 
to  be  expefted.

Mercurials;  Salt  of  Steel;  and  Sweet  Oil. 

' No.  87.  Filings  of  Tin,  from  one  drachm  to  three ; 

To  be  taken  night  and  morning,  in  Treacle, 
Honey,  &c. 

Mofaic  Gold,  from  two  fcruples  to  two 
drachms. 

To  be  taken  twice  a day  in  any  agreeable  vehicle. 

It  may  be  neceflary,  during  the  ufe  of  tlie  above 
preparations,  to  adminifter,  once  in  fix  or  feven  days, 
a mercurial  cathartic.

repeated  according  to  the  violence  of  the  difeafe  and 
urgency  of  the  fymptoms ; afterwards  the  Antimonial 
Powder,  No.  l.  will  be  advifeable.  Emollient  glyfters 
may  be  frequently  thrown  up;  and,  as  it  has  been 
found  by  experience,  that  ftools  have  been  greatly 
efficacious  to  relieve  the  complaint,  if  the  glyftyrs 
fhould  not  procure  a plentiful  palTage,  it  will  be 
neceflary  to  preferibe  medicines  that  may  open  the 
body.  The  eccoprotic  cathartics.  No.  4.  are  well 
calculated  for  thefe  purpofes ; but  as  a fevere  vomit- 
ing often  accompanies  the  difeafe,  the  ftomach  will 
not  always  retain  a medicine  in  a liquid  form,  in 

which 
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which  cafe  it  will  be  neceflary  to  prefcribe  a purga- 
tive in  the  form  of  pills.

Sometimes  pains,  fimilar  to  thofe  obferved,  page  94, 
95,  as  aftedling  the  ftomach,  will  likewife  have  their 
leat  in  the  inteftines,  and  may  depend  upon  a fpafmo- 
dic,  rheumatic,  or  periodical  caufe.  The  remedies 
before  recommended,  page  94,  may -likewife  be  ufed 
to  equal  advantage  when  the  difeafe  is  feated  in  the 
inteftines.  The  body  fhould  be  kept  open,  and 
medicines  of  the  anti-fpafmodic,  anti-rheumatic,  or 
febrifuge  kinds,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  dif- 
eafe, may  to  advantage  be  prefcribed. 

A warm  plaifter,  or  cataplafm,  may  be  applied  to 
the  abdomen,  and  in  many  cafes  will  be  greatly 
ufeful.

Diseases  of  the  Liver.  -- 

^^^N  Inflammation  in  the  Liver  may  be  relieved  ill 
the  manner  propofed  for  inflammations  in  ge- 
neral, as  no  diftindf  or  different  method  of  treatment 
will  be  required  in  this  than  in  an  inflammation  of 
any  other  part  of  the  body.  . 

If  a fuppui'ation  fhould  come  on,  the  greateft  dan- 
ger -is  to  be  apprehended.  Sometimes  where  the 
matter  has  pointed  outwardly  the  ablcefs  has  been 
opened  and  healed;  but  mofl:  frequently  it  burfls  in- 
wardly, and  the  patient  dies  tabid.  The  treatment  in 
this  cafe  fliould  be  fimilar  to  what  has  been  recom- 
mended in  the  he£lic  fever.  ’ 

A Schirrus  of  the  Liver  admits  of  no 'remedy. 
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Of  the  Jaundice. 

\ Jaundice  may  depend  upon  a fourfold  caufe — in- 
flammation,  fpafm,  concreted  bile,  or  gall  ftones, 
and  vifcidities,  or  a pituitous  lentor. 

The  Jaundice  from  inflammation  is  to  be  relieved 
by  antiphlogiftics;  from  fpafms,  by  removing  or  abat- 
ing the  caufe  of  the  contradfion ; from  concreted  bile, 
by  relaxing  the  biliary  dudls,  that  the  calculi  may 
pafs  into  the  duodenum;  and  the  Jaundice  from  vifci- 
dities, which  is  indeed  by  far  the  moft  frequent  caufe, 
is  to  be  remedied  by  the  means  propofed  for  the  cure 
of  a fpontaneous  gluten,  page  20,  21.  An  emetic  of 
Ipecbcuhana  will  be  requifite,  which  may  be  repeated 
occafionally  during  the  cure.  The  ftomach  purga- 
tives will  be  likewife  necefTary,  and  fhould  be  taken 
every,  or  every  other  night  at  bed -time.

^T^HE  Lues  Venerea  has  been  diftinguiflied  into 
^ the  firft  or  fecond  infection  j or  more  properly 
into  local  and  univerfal. 

Local,  when  the  genitals  only  are  affedled;  and 
this  fpecies  of  the  complaint  has  been  called  a gonorr- 
haea  or  clap.  ‘ 

Univerfal,  when  the  habit  in  general  is  tainted 
with  the  venereal  cacoethes;  and  then  the  difeafe  is* 
ftiled  a pox. 

A local  infedflon,  or  clap,  if  not  attended  with 
chancres,  buboes,  or  fwelled  tefticles,  may  be  very 
eafdy  and  readily  cured. 

Bland  oilj  fuch  as  Oil  of  Almonds,  or  the  like, 
ihould  be  injedled  warm  into  the  urethi  a two  or  three 
times  every  day;  and,  after  the  eighth  day,  the  follow- 
ing injedlion  fhould  be  thrown  up,  a little  warmed, 
for  four  or  five  days  more,  or  as  long  as  there  fhould 
be  occafion.

The  phymofis  and  paraphymofis,  by 
emollient  cataplafms,  and  Oil  thrown  up  between  be- 
tween the  glans  penis  and  the  prepuce.  Buboes,  by 
the  cathartic  emulfion,  and  the  Mercurial  Ointment. 
The  hernia  humoralis,  by  blood-lettings  and  lenient 
cathartics,  with  emollient  fomentations  and  cataplafms 
to  the  part.  And  chancres,  by  Oil,  or  a ftrong 
Mercurial  Ointment. 

In  a fecond  infedlion,  or  pox.  Mercury  and  its  pre-’ 
parations  are  the  medicines  that  are  moft  to  be  de- 
pended upon,  It  has  been  the  general  pradlice  to 
preferibe  mercurials  in  fuch  a manner  as  to  excite  a 
falivation;  but  from  experience  it  has  been  found,  that 
a falivation  is  by  no  means  neceffary  to  the  cure  of 
venereal  fymptoms,  as  many  very  bad  cafes  have  been 
relieved  by  mercurials,  given  as  alteratives,  when  the 
mouth  has  not  been  at  all  affedled. 

The  prefer! ption.  No.  38.  will  cure  a confirmed 
pox  with  as  muc’a  certainty  as  a falivation.

Obstructed  Menses. 

TT  has  been  a received  opinion,  that  many  of  the 
“*■  difeafes  of  women  are  owing  to  a fuppreffion  of  the 
menfes ; but  it  may  perhaps  be  doubted  whether  this 
will  fo  often  prove  the  caufe  as  the  confequence  of 
other  difeafes,  as  in  general  for  the  reniovai  of  ob-^ 
ftrudlions  we  have  little  more  to  do  than  to  remedy 
the  particular  indifpofition  of  body  under  which  the 
patient  may  labour.  Hence  different  and  oppofite 
methods  of  cure  will  be  required,  according  to  the 
habit  of  body  and  nature  of  the  fymptoms. 

In  general  a deficient  menftrual  excretion  will  de- 
pend upon  a plethora,  a glutinous  pituitoiis  difpofi- 
tion  of  the  humours,  and  a flow  and  lanf>-uid  circula- 
tion;  or  a contradtion  of  the  uterine  veffels,  from 
cold  or  any  other  accidental  caufe.

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If  a plethora  fliould  have  proved  the  occafion,  it 
may  be  neceflary  to  draw  blood,  and  to  order  medi- 
cines of  the  attenuating  and  gently  purging  kinds. 

. The  Tincture  of  Black  Hellebore  has  been  greatly 
recommended  by  Dr.  Mead  for  thefe  purpofes,  and 
may  be  given  to  advantage  from  two  drachms  to  half 
an  ounce,  three  or  four  times  times  every  day. 

But  though  obftrudlions  may  fometimes  be  owing 
to  a plethora,  we  fhall  find  that  they  much  more  fre- 
quently will  depend  upon  a cachedfic  habit,  relaxed 
folids,  and  a weakened  circulation;  and  in  this  cafe 
the  intentions  of  cure  will  confift  in  attenuating  and 
expelling  the  pituitous  lentor  of  the  fluids,  ftrengthen- 
ing  the  folids,  and  promoting  the  circulation;  in 
fhort,  refiore  the  body  to  a healthy  ftate,  and  this,  as 
a natural  excretion,  will  fucceed. 

Emetiqs  and  gentle  ftomach  purgers,  with  medi- 
cines of  the  chalybeate  and  ftrengthening  kinds,  will 
moft  avail.

A Spermaceti  emulfion,  with  Sal.  Corn.  Cerv.  may 
be  likewife  taken  frequently;  and  if  the  child  fhould 
be  ftrong  and  lufty,  a few  grains  of  jallap,  as  a brifk 
purgative,  may  prove  of  fervice.

pROM  the  irritation  of  Worms  in  the  inteftines  a 
number  of  difeafes  may  enfue. — Belly-achs,  fevers, 
convulhons,  epileptic  fits,  &c.  The  remedies,  which 
have  beei^  found  to  fucceed  the  beft  for  the  relief  of 
difeafes  from  this  caufe,  have  been  already  mentioned, 
page  100,  10 1.  The  Ethiops,  with  Rhubarb,  fuc-- 
ceeds  in  many  cafes  extremely  well. 

A blifter  likewife,  in  cafe  of  fits  or  fever,  may  be 
recommended  to  advantage.

A FTER  (having  the  head,  the  fomentation  and  lini- 
ment following  will  in  moft  cafes  relieve.

and  the  fymptoms  are  bed  relieved  by  anti-fpafmodic 
remedies.  • 


Blood-letting  and  gentle  laxatives  are  almoft  uni- 
verlally  ufeful ; and  emetics  occafionally  repeated  are 
of  great  fervice.  Blifters,  when  the  fymptoms  arc 
'urgent,  are  likewife  to  be  infifted  on. 


No.  129.  Mulk  Julep,  fix  ounces; 

Panegyric  Elixir,  half  an  ounce ; 
Volatile  Tindture  of  Valerian,  one 
drachm: 


Mix;  and  give  two  or  three fpoonfuls  three  or  four 
times  a dayi 

Ammoniac 
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Ammoniac  Milk, 

Spirituous  Cinnamon-Water, — each  two 
ounces ; 

Tinfture  of  Caftor,  two  drachms ; 
Balfamic  Syrup,  half  an  ounce. 

Mix;  and  give  one  fpoonful  after  the  preceding. 

Towards  the  decline  of  the  difeafe  a decodfion  of 
the  Bark  in  full  dofes  may  be  prefcribed  to  advantage.

Affedtions  will  confift  in  cdrredting  the  general, 
cachexy,  by  ftrengthening  the  folids,  and  attenuating 
the  lentor  of  the  humours,  and  in  healing  and  remov- 
ing the  tumours  and  fores.

The  remedies  which  would  be  moft  expedient 
to  anfwer  the  firft  intention  have  been  already  exa- 
mined under  the  articles  Relaxed  ScUds^  8,  and 
following;  and  Spontaneous  Glateny  page  20,  and 
following. 

Emetics  and  ftomach  purgers  will  be  ufeful,  to 
cleanfe  and  expel  from  the  primae  via:  any  vifeid  * 
faburra;  and  thefe  fhould  be  repeated  as  occaAon  may 

S require. 
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require.  Exercife  of  body,  with  gentle,  ftimulating, 
attenuating  medicines,  will  likewife  promife  fair  to 

refolve  the  obftrudfions,  and  relieve'  the  patient.

No.  130,  Precipitated  Sulphur  of  Antimony,  one 
fcruple ; 

Prepared  Hoglice,  one  drachm  j 
Sagapenum,  half  a drachm  j 
Oil  of  juniper,  ten  drops  ; 

Simple  Syrupj  fufficient  to  make  the  m.irs 
into  thirty  pills,  taking  two,  three,  or 
four,  every  morning,  or  every  morning 
and  evening. 

Chalybeates  are  often  very  ufeful. 

The  Bark  has  likewife  been  highly  recommended; 
and,  as  a ftrengthener  and  promoter  of  the  clrculatiqn, 
bids  fair  to  be  ferviceable. 

The  Madder  Root,  as  an  attenuant  and  deterger  of 
the  minuteft  velTels,  may  likewife  have  its  advantage. 

Mercurials,  burnt  Spohge,  Sea- Water,  and  a great 
variety  of  other  medicines,  have  been  recommended 
as  ufeful ; but  we  are  Hill  at  a lofs  for  a fpecific  me- 
dicine; and  Indeed  where  the  difeafe  is  violent  and 
confirmed,  or  the  vifcera  aftefted,  our  belt  remedies 
will  often  avail  but  little. 

The  fecond  intention,  viz.  That  of  healing  and 
removing  the  tumours  and  fores,  moie  properly 
comes  under  the  province  of  furgery  than  of  medi- 
cine. 
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cine.  If  they  cannot  be  refolved  they  fljould  be 
either  extirpated  or  brought  to  fuppuration.  A mer- 
curial wafti  has  fometimes  fucceeded  in  refolving  of 
fcrofulous  tumours. 

No.  13 1 , Corrofive  Sublimate  of  Mercury,  half  a 
fcruple.  DilTolve  in 
Pure  Water,  one  ounce  and  a half; 
Tincture  of  Cantharides,  half  an  ounce. 

Mix  for  a lotion;  and  apply  to  the  tuniours  at 
going  to  reft. 
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
